London,  May  27.— The   Tageblatt   of 
Berlin  says  that  the    carriage  in   which 
the  Emperor  and    the    Prince   of    Saxe 
Meiniennen  were  riding    on  Sunday  last 
was  overturned   when  the  horses   ahied. 
Just  as  it  was  about  to    upeet  the    Em- 
peror jumped  and  escaped  L)einjr  injuretl 
by  the  vehicle,  but  the    Prince  of    Saxe 
Meiniennan  was  not  so  fortunate.    He 
was  thrown    out  and    the    carriage    fell 
upon  him.    The    buck  of    his  head    was 
injured  and  blood  flowed  profusely.   The 
Emperor  declared  that  he  had  received 
no  injury,  and  after  a  short  rest  he  pro- 
ceeded, in  company  with  the  Empress, 
to  Pfauen  and  then  returnetl  to    Berlin. 
Upon  their  arrival  at  the  palace  the  Em- 
peror discovered  that  the  right  foot  was 
sprained. 

The  village  of  Repataie,  in  Armenia, 
has  been  destroyed  by  an  earthquake. 
.\  number  of  mineral  springs  spouted 
from  the  crevices  made  in  the  earth  by 
the  shocks,  and  the  flow  of  water  was  so 
great  that  the  adjacent  fields  were 
flooded.  The  earthquake  was  preceded 
by  rumblings,  which  caused  the  inhabi- 
tants to  flee  from  the  village,  and  they 
thus  esfaped  death  from  the  falling 
houses.    No  lives  wefb  lost. 

The  Spanish  cabinet  is  much  excited 
over  the  discovery  that  the  great  indus- 
trial province  of  Catalonia  is  honey- 
combed with  socialism.  Of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  workmingmen  in  the  prov- 
ince, it  A  said  that  very  few  are  outside 
the  labor  organizations,  which  in  Spain 
means  a  great  deal  more  than  in  Eng- 
land, their  charaoWr  lieing  not  only 
political  but  also  revolutionary.  The 
condition  of  Spanish  labor  is  worse  than 
in  any  other  country  of  Western  Europe, 
the  only  amelioration  being  such  as  is 
secured  by  strong  organization  in  cer- 
tain localities.  Tne  effect  is  that  the 
workingmen  are  learning  to  look  to 
revolution  as  their  probable  relief. 

It  IS    reported    from    Berlin  that  the 
anti-Bocialist    law,  which    will  expire  on 
Oct.  1,  will    not    be  renewed.    This  is  a 
piiTt   of    the   government's  bid    for  the 
support  of  the  socialist    members  of  the 
Keichsteg,  who  are    also  expected  to    be 
won  over  by  the  bill    regarding    the  fac- 
tory and  workshops  act,  which  goes  very 
far  in  ameliorating  the  condition  of    the 
laboring  people.     Although   the  bill  per- 
mits women  to  work  eleven  hours  a  day, 
this  is  quite  a  reform  in  Germany.  Regu- 
lations regarding  the  hour  of  commence- 
ment and  ending  of  work  must  be  hung 
up    in    the   shops,     also    the    time    of 
payment    of      wages,      the    notice    to 
be    given    before      dismisBal,    and      a 
list    of   grounds    for    instant    dismissal 
without  notice;  penalties  proposed,  their 
nature  and  extent,  and  if  by  tines,  regu- 
lations as  to  payment  and  the  purposes 
to  which  the    money    will    be    devoted. 
Children  cannot  be   employed  under  13 
years  of  age,  and  then  only    when    they 
have  completed  the  requisite  attendance 
at  the  primary    schools.      On    Sunday, 
each  workman  roust    have    twenty-four 
hours  rest  and  at  Christmas,  Easter  and 
Whitsuntide  forty-eight  hours.    This  in- 
cludes all  workingmen  in    mines,    quar- 
ries, salt  works,   foundries   and   similar 
branches  of  industry.     In  certain    other 
handicrafts  workmen  may  work  for  five 
hours  on  Sundays  and    holidays.    Chil- 
dren can  only  work  six  hours  a  day,  and 
persons  between  13  and  IG  years  of    age, 
not  over  ten  hours.

The  Owego  Bank  Caithler'A    Failure  Caasea 

Great  excitement. 

BiNr.HA.MPTo.N,  X.  Y.,  May  26.— In  the 
judgment  of  leading  citizens  there  is  a 
shortage  in  the  accounts  of  C.  A.  Thomp- 
son, cashier  of  the  Owego  National  bank, 
to  the  extent  of  $75,000.  Others  more 
conservative  state  thaV  it  will  not  exceed 
120,000.  The  excitement  is  greater  than 
at  any  time  since  1885,  when  the  bank  of 
Owego  collapsed  for  180,000. 

Thompson's  speculations,  which  are 
the  cause  of  the  bank's  failure,  appear 
to  have  been  caused  by  his  dealings  with 
the  lately  failed  "Big  Four"  bucket 
shop  through  James  F.  Dee,  the  Owego 
correspondent  of  the  exchange.  Dee 
still  insists  that  Thompson  was  not  con- 
cerned in  the  Rock  Island  in  which  $30,- 
000  is  involved.  The  fact  that  Thomp- 
son was  some  years  ago  bitten  to  the 
tune  of  850.000  in  wheat  is  pertinent. 

He  has  lately  transferred  considerable 
property  to  his  creditors,  and  deeds  of 
other  property  executed  some  time  ago 
have  been  placed  on  record.  He  is  vice- 
president  of  the  Nebraska  Banking  & 
Loan  association,  doing  business  at  Mc- 
Cook,  Neb.  and  owns  property  in  New 
York  and  Brooklyn.

MiLWAOKEE,  May  27.— The  sessions  of 
the  German  Catholic  convention  were 
resumed  this  morning  in  the  hall  of  the 
Oeutacher  Maennerverein,  questions  of 
importance  regarding  the  benevolent  lay 
societies  connected  with  the  church  be- 
ing the  order  of  the  day.  The  proceed- 
ings are  being  conducted  in  the  German 
tongue. 

Public  interest,  however,  centers 
argely  upon  the  mass  convention  to  be 
held  in  the  academy  tonight,  and  which 
has  been  specially  called  to  consider  the 
relations  of  tho  Roman  Catholics  with 
the  public  schools.  The  sentiment  of 
this  meeting  will,  in  a  large  measure, 
govern  the  probable  action  of  the  forth- 
coming national  convention  of  Ci«rman 
Catholics,  and  will,  monwver,  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  national  key  note. 

Alderman  P.  J.  Somere,  president  of 
the  city  council,  is  to  speak  on  the 
school  question ;  Hon.  H.  J.  Spannhorst 
of  St  Louis,  president  of  the  national 
association,  will  touch  on  the  relations 
of  the  denomination  to  the  public 
schools;  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Wiedmnnn  of 
La  Crosse  on  the  attitude  of  the  ohurch 
toward  societies  of  the  present  time; 
Theodore  Kersten  on  the  German 
Catholic  as  an  American  oitiz.jn,  and 
Rev.  G.  D.  Heldman  of  Chicago  on  "The 
Children." 

Mr.  S.  Pannherst  in  an  address  said 
the  Bennett  law  presented  a  political 
question  that  Catholics  could  not  ignore, 
because  it  directly  affected  the  welfare 
of  their  institution.  While liev.  Feldman 
was  speaking,  a  committee  escorted  Bish- 
ops Flasch  and  Katzer,  and  administra- 
tor Zeininger  to  the  stage.  Tho  audi- 
ence arose  as  the  Bishops  came  in  and 
remained  standing  till  ttie  dignitaries 
were  seated.  After  nearly  all  members 
of  the  committee  on  the  stage  had  sa- 
luted each  of  the  bishops  by  bending 
their  knee  and  kissing  the  extended 
hand,  chairman  Kaiser  called  upon 
Bishop  Flasch  to  make  an  address. 

Bishop  Flasch  referred  to  the  Bennett 
law  in  his  address  and  upheld  the  right 
of  the  church  to  go  into  politics  when 
Its  interests  were  attacked.  He  was 
followed  by  Bishop  Waber  of  Green 
Bay,  who  took  off  his  coat  as  if  to  em- 
phasize his  earnestness,  and  proceeded 
to  attack  the  Bennett  law  in  the  bitterest 
manner.  He  said  the  law  pra.^tically 
denied  the  right  of  the  child  to  o  i)ey  the 
parents  by  putting  its  claims  before 
those  of  the  parents.  As  the  bishop  pro- 
ceeded he  warmed  to  his  subject  and  fairly 
brought  his  hearers  to  their  feet  by  the 
intensity  of  his  manner.  He  liecame 
angry,  pathetic  and  sarcastic  by  turns. 
"The  matter  of  teacning  English,  they 
tell  us,  is  what  we  are  fighting,"  he  ex- 
claimed. "But  this  is  not  so.  English 
is  now  taught  in  our  schools.  But  if  the 
state  has  a  right  to  tell  us  we  must  teach 
English,  it  will  soon  be  telling  us  what 
we  shall  eat  and  what  shall  go  on  the 
table  for  the  family  dinner." 

"This  Bennett  law,"  the  bishop  con- 
tinued, "was  conceived  in  the  minds  of 
free  thinkers  and  those  opposed  to  the 
Catholic  church  and  her  schooln."  He 
was  told  recently,  he  said,  by  a  Mason 
that  the  Bennett  law  was  first  sujfgested 
by  the  Masons.  The  man  said,  "I  could 
prove  it  to  you  if  I  did  not  put  so  high 
a  value  on  my  head,  that  the  Hennett 
law  was  first  agitated  in  the 
grand  lodge  of  Masons  of

DiiinilsBed  In  l>eep  Disgrace. 

Harry  M.  Phipps.  until  yesterday  noon 

principal    of    the   Lincoln    school,    has 

|.    taught  his  last  class  in  Duluth,  and  the 

school  will,  thank    God,    know    him  no 

more. 

Phipps  has  been  connected  with  Du- 
luth schools,  notably  the  Madison,  Mon- 
roe and  Lincoln,  for  several  years,  and 
the  story  of  bis  numerous  and  heinous 
crimes  only  came  positively  before  the 
and  school  authorities  yesterday  about  noon. 
The  details  of  his  low  crimes  are  too 
filthy  for  place  in  any  solumns,  but  he  is 
charged  by  numerous  boys  and  girls 
with  repeated  attempted  acts,  any  one 
of  which,  if  proven,  should  consign  him 
to  the  inside  of  a  prison  for  a  long  term 
of  years. 

As  soon  as  the  facts  became  known 
Superintendent  Denfeld  fired  him  from 
the  Lincoln  building.  At  3  o'clock 
today  he  was  still  in  the  city  and  the 
apathy  of  the  officials,  (who  claim  to  have 
full  proof  of  his  misdeeds,  which  permits 
this  alleged  leech  to  remain  at  large  and 
unpunished  is  severely  censured. 

The  numerous  children  who  claim  in- 
dignities at  his  bands  are  too  young  to 
be  permanently  hurt,  and  only  a  false 
modesty  on  the  part  of  officials,  or 
parents,  prevents  his  arraignment  before 
the  authorities. 

It  is  rumored  that  Phipps,  since  his 
expulsion,  has  threatened  to  commit 
suicide.  Should  he  succeed  the  com- 
munity would  not  object,  that  is  if  half 
the  stories  told  regarding  him  are  true. 

People  at  the  West  End  seem  to  have 
known  something  of  this  affair  before, 
but  have  refrained  from  saying  much 
because  they  only  had  heard  rumors. 
There  is  division  as  to  whether  or  not 
Phipps  ought  to  be  punished.  Some 
say  he  ought  to  be  lynched,  while  others 
think  he  ought  to  be  tarred  and 
feathered.  Phipps  was  at  the  school 
house  this  morning  before  the  opening 
of  the  session. 

S.  N.  Lester,  school  director  of  the 
West  End,  was  seen  in  West  Superior 
this  morning.  He  was  first  informed  of 
the  trouble  by  Alderman  Kennedy  Sat- 
urday night  It  was  hie  mtention  to  re- 
port it  to  Superintendent  Denfeld  Sun- 
day, but  was  unable  to  do  so.  He  thinks 
the  reports  are  exaggerated.  That  was 
about  all  that  he  could  say.  He  hardly 
thought  the  board  would  prosecute 
Phipps.  Alderman  Robert  Kennedy  says 
the  affairs  at  the  Lincoln  school  had 
been  reported  to  him.  He  at  first  thought 
there  was  but  very  little  to  the  terrible 
stories,  but  finally,  the  complaint-s  being 
so  many,  he  reported  to  School  Director 
Lester.

INVEaTlQATINQ  IMMIQRATION. 

The  coD^ressioDal  cofamittee  dow  in 
tbe  west  inveetigatia^  immigration  mat- 
ters is  already  cunvinoed,  it  is  said,  by 
what  it  has  seen  and  heard,  that  the 
•rito  due  to  the  influx  of  certain 
alaasBS  of  foreigners  are  very  great. 
The  committee  is  now  in  Chicago,  and  is 
not  hkely  to  reverse  ite  opinion  by  rea- 
BOQ  of  its  investigation  thera 

Yet  the  chances  are  that  the  gentle- 
men of  the  investigating  committee 
have  seen  the  worst  of  the  picture. 
Certainly  no  city  of  the  West  has  any- 
thing to  show  ao  hopelessly  foreign  and 
degraded  as  is  the  Italian  quarter  of 
Xew  York.  A  very  large  proportion  of 
all  the  foreign- born  residents  of  most 
Western  cities  is  composed  of  respectable 
citizens  and  good  Americana  The 
padrone  system  of  selling  Italian  labor 
exists  in  the  West,  and  even  probably  in 
Duluth,  as  it  does  in  Eastern  cities.  This 
degradation  of  labor  is  very  harmful  to 
the  country.  The  return  of  large  num- 
bers of  foreigners  each  year  to  their 
native  countries,  carrying  their  savings 
along  with  them,  is  also  an  important 
feature  of  the  immigration  question. 

It  is  reported  that  flagrant  violations 
of  the  contract-labor  law  have  occurred 
in  Chicago  recently,  and  that  convincing 
proof  ol  these  violations  is  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  committee.  Though  this  is 
a  very  serious  matter,  so  far  as  the  com- 
mittee is  concerned,  it  merely  corrobo- 
rates what  it  already  knows,  that  the 
contract-labor  law  is  violated  continually 
and  persistently,  and  that  in  its  present 
form  it  is  almost  worthless. 

But  the  committee  will  also  learn  in 
Chicago  and    in  cities    further   to  the 
northwest  another  fact,  that  immigra- 
tion    is    not    so    bad    as     has     been 
painted;    that  the    mass  of  foreigners 
who    o<nDe    to    these-  shores    are    men 
and  women  of  ability    and    honesty    of 
purpose,  who  are  the  hope  of  these  great 
sections  Where,  but  for  them,  the    home 
of  the  settler  would  be  much  less  a  feat- 
ure  to  the  landscape   than    now.    They 
will  learn  that  citizens  of  foreign  birth 
hrve  built  new  etates,   founded  new  cit- 
iej  and  added  uncounted  millions  to  the 
wealth  of  this  nation.    The  picture  has 
its  very  bright  side  as  well  as  its  gloomy 
one.

BRIEF    HISTORY    OF    THIS 
SPLENDID    ADDITION. 


Some  of  the   people  of  our  city  begin 
to  ask  what    Congresaman  Comstock    is 
doing  to  get  the  increased  appropriation 
for  Duluth's  public  building.    The  bill 
was  introduced    in  December,  and    was 
favorably  acted  upon  by  the  house  com- 
mittee, but  that  is    the  last  heard   from 
it    It  will  be  a  shame  if  the  bill  fails.  It 
should  have  been  one   of  the  first  acted 
upon  by  the  present    congress,  and    the 
appropriation  should  have  been  secured 
by  this  time.      It    is    to  be   hoped   Mr. 
Comstock  and  our  senators  will  be  able 
to  get  it  through  before    the  session  ad- 
journs, and  secure  the  President's  signa- 
ture to  the  measure. 


The  business  of  the  Duluth  banks  this 
year  shows  how  the  city  is  growing.    Xo 
more  prosperous  year  for  our   financial 
institutions  has  been  known.    The  clear- 
ings of  the  associated  banks  show  weekly 
increases  over  last  year  of  10  to   30   per 
cent— not     phenomenal    increases,    but 
good  substantial  ones,  and  as  the  records 
indicate,   steady    increases.    The    bank 
statement  of  the  first  of  January  showed 
total  deposits  of  $4,16232t;,  and  the  total 
loans  and  discounts  of  15,653.302.    The 
two  national  banks  then  reported  depos- 
its of  ^1,645,000,  and  loans  and  discounts 
of  $2,419,000.    These    two    banks    have 
just    issued    their  quarterly  statements 
and  show  an  increase  of  deposits  of  $100,- 
OCO  and  of  loans  and  discounts  of   1150,- 
0(X),  while  their  surplus   and    undivided 
profits  have  increased   by   150,000.    The 
increase  of  business  in  all  other  banks  is 
fully  as  great  and  in  some  cases  perhaps 
greater. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that    the  efforts 
to  secure  the  enactment  in  legislation  of 
the  principles  of  international  copyright 
have  not  been  abandoned  because  of  the 
unfavorable  reception    of    the  first  bill, 
but  will  be  pushed  by  the  friends  of  the' 
Ihoneet  measure  during    the    rest  of  the 
aession  of  congress.     Although    the  bill 
put  forward  has  been    defeated   in   the 
house  its  promoters  hope  to  secure  a  re- 
versal of  the  action  of  that  body.  Mean- 
while the  house   committee  on    patents 
has  ordered  a  favorable  report  on  a  bill 
which  is  identical    with  the    copyright 
bill  already  acted  upon  adversely  by  the 
tuoiue,  with  the  addition   of  a    new  sec- 
tion which  provides    th»t    it  shall  be  of 
effect  only  where  reciprocal  advantages 
are   granted    by   foreign     countries  to 
American  authors.     Whether    it    is    in- 
ttmded  to  secure   a  reversal    of  the  for- 
mer action   of  the    house    by   means  of 
tills  bill  does  not  appear.

Articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Du- 
luth Transfer  Railway  company  were 
filed  yesterday  with  the  secretary  of 
state  at  St.  Paul.  Its  object  is  the  con- 
struction of  a  railway  line  to  start  at 
Duluth  and  extend  in  a  southwesterly 
direction  by  way  of  West  Duluth  and 
Spirit  Lake  to  a  point  near  the  village 
of  Fond  du  Ijac,  the  construction  and 
operation  of  wharves  and  ^warehouses 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  a  telegraph  line  along  the  line  of  its 
railway.  The  capital  stock  is  ?.J00,0OJ 
and  the  incorporators  are  Omar  H.  Si- 
monds,  Matthew  B.  Harrison,  Charles 
E.  Lovett  and  Daniel  H.  Merritt  all  of 
Duluth. 

"Yes,"  said  Mr.  Simonds  who  was 
aske<i  regarding  the  intentions  of  the 
company,  "we  have  incorporated,  and  ac- 
tually int«nd  to  build  the  line  on  some- 
thing besides  paper.  .\Iready  we  have 
a  corps  of  engineers  in  the  field,  sur- 
veying the  best  routes.  We  intend 
buUduig  several  miles  of  track  this  year, 
and  have  the  money  ready  to  do  it  with.  I 
It  is  my  opinion  that  no  more  valuable  I 
aid  to  shippers  and  manufacturers  could 
be  devised  than  this  line.  We  will  build 
from  some  point  in  Duluth,  along  the 
shore  past  Rices  Point  and  near  the 
probable  location  of  future  manufactor 
les  between  the  Point  and  Oneota.  Our 
track  facilities  at  West  Duluth  will  be  as 
perfect  as  railway  invention  can 
make  them.  From  West  Duluth  the 
route  will  be  along  the  river  to  Fond  du 
Laoc,  so  that  manufacturers  can  have 
every  possible  convenience  in  shipping 
and  receiving  freight  At  present,  the 
St  Paul  A  Duluth  and  the  Northern 
Pacific  roads  have  the  only  tracks  west 
of  Rices  Point.  This  arrangement  is  by 
no  means  satisfactory  to  other  roads, 
and  it  will  not  be  long  before  West  Du- 
luth will  ship  as  much  freight  as  places 
twenty  times  her  size. 

"This  road  will  run,  in  its  entire  route, 
along  the  territory  which  must  before 
long  be  occupied  by  numerous  indus- 
tries. It  will  connect  each  of  tbem  with 
the  docks  and  various  railroad  terminals 
and  will  do  away  with  inconveniences 
arising  from  two-road  control.  We  will 
have  no  trouble,  I  think,  in  getting  right 
of  way,  as  it  will  greatly  benefit  all 
property.  As  soon  as  the  survey  is  made 
we  will  begin  grading,  and  before  1891 
will  have  part  of  the  road   in  operation."

Richmond,  Va.,  May  29.— The  capital 
of  the  old  Oominion  did  honor  today  to 
the  memory  of  the  man  who  defended 
it  so  long  and  eo  valiantly.  Amid  the 
booming  of  cannon,  the  music  of  a  score 
of  bands  and  the  enthusiastic  cheers  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  people,  represent- 
ing all  the  states  of  the  Confederacy, 
the  statue  erected  to  the  memory  of 
R  )b©rt  Edmund  Lee,  and  commemora- 
tive of  the  valor  and  virtue  of  the 
greatest  military  tigu re  of  the  Southern 
side  of  the  rebellion,  as  well  as  of  the 
citizen,  lovable  in  himself  and  passion- 
ately adored  bytheSouthern  people,  was 
formally  unveiled. 

Confederate  colors  held  full  sway  in 
Richmond  today,  although  here  and 
there  the  stars  and  stripes  were  to  be 
seen.  Many  of  the  buildings  were  draped 
from  top  to  bottom  with  Southern  colors, 
while  battle  tlags  waved  from  the  win- 
dows. .\cro88  the  facade  of  one  of  the 
buildings  was  the  legend  on  canvas,  "K. 
E.  Lae,  America's  Greatest  Man." 

As  early  as  9  o'clock  the  various  di- 
visions of  the  parade  began  to  form,  al- 
though a  start  was  not  made  until  nearly 
noon.  Gen.  Fitzhugh  Lee  was  grand 
marshal,  with  Gen.  John  R.  Cooke  as 
chief  of  staff,  with  1(X)  assistant  marshals 
representing  each  of  the  seceding  slates 
and  belonging  to  the  oldest  families  of 
tne  South. 

The  uniformed  troops  and  veterans 
had  the  right  of  line  in  the  order  in 
which  the  states  seceded,  South  Caro- 
lina thus  being  at  the  head.  This  divis- 
ion was  under   the  command    of  Briga 


5  and  6  First  National  EJank  Building.

The  Washington  Light  Infantry  of 
Charleston,  the  oldest  volunteer  militar>' 
orgaDization  in  the  country,  was  repre- 
sented by  two  companies.  At  the  head 
of  the  hrst  w^as  earned  the  historic  flag 
used  in  the  battles  of  Eutaw  and  Cow- 
pens. 

Virginia  was  represented  by  a  corps  of 
cadets  from  Le.xington,  four  batteries  of 
the  First  batalion  of  artillery,  cavalrj- 
and  infantry,  six  troops  of  the  i-^irst  cav- 
alry, six  companies  First  regiment, seven 
companies  Third  regiment,  four  com- 
panies Second  regiment  nine  companies 
Fourth  regiment 

From  Mi&sissippi  came  two  companies 
of  the  Secrond  regiment,  and  a  similar 
delegation  represented  .\labama. 

The  Maryland  contingent  include<l  ten 
companies  of  the  Fifth  regiment.  West 
Virginia's  contingent  comprised  six  com- 
panies of  the  Second  regiment. 

From  the  District  of  Columbia  came 
Companies  A  and  D  of  the  Fifth  regi- 
ment. Eighteen  companies  of  the  First, 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  regiments 
were  in  line  from  N'orth  Carolina,  and 
ten  companies  of  the  First  and  Second 
regiments  from  South  Carolina. 

Following  the  Uniformed  troops  came 
veteran  organizations  from  Maryland, 
West  Virginia,  Virginia,  North  and 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala- 
bama, Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas. 
A  delegation  of  veterans  from  New 
York  carried  the  stars  and  stripes  with 
two  guidons  designating  them  aa  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Southern  Confederate 
veterans. 

The  parade  was  headed  with  a  platoon 
of  police.  Then  came  the  Stonewall 
band  of  Staunton,  marshals  and  assist 
ants,  distinguished  guests  in  carriages, 
volunteer  troops,  veterans,  civic  societies 
and  fire  departments. 

The  route  was  down  Broad,  from 
Adams  to  Nineteenth  to  Main,  to  Eighth, 
passing  Gen.  Lee's  war  time  residence 
(hats  being  doffed  at  this  point)  and  up 
Franklin  to  the  monument  grounds. 
The  veterans,  however,  instead  of  going 
over  the  entire  route,  fell  in  at  Ninth 
and  Main,  where  they  and  the  volun- 
teers passetl  each  other  in  review.  Gen. 
Wade  Hampton  was  in  co^imand  of  the 
cavalry  and  Gen.  Harry  Heth  the  in- 
fantry. 

The  buildings  on  the  line  of  march 
were  literally  covered  with  the  stars  and 
stripes,  the  stars  and  bars,  battle  flags 
and  other  emblems  of  the  memorable 
period  when,  at  the  head  of  his  troops. 
Gen.  Lee  marched  over  the  fields  of  his 
native  state,  while  the  side  of  the  road- 
way, the  sidewalks,  the  windows,  and 
even  the  roofs  of  the  houses  and  build- 
ings were  black  with  people  who  cheered 
enthusiastically  as  various  familiar  feat- 
ures in  the  procession  met  their  eyee. 

.\mong  the  occupants  of  the  grand 
stand  were  Miss  Winnie  Davis,  Miss 
Mildred  Lee,  Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson, 
Miss  Christian,  her  grand-daughter; 
Governor  McKinney,  Governor  Gordon, 
Georgia;  Richardson,  South  Carolina; 
Fowle,  North  Carolina;  Fleming,  West 
Va.;  Maj.  Joe  Stewart,  Gen.  Bradley,  T. 
Johnson.

A.  Early  was  then  presented  aa  the 
chairman  of  the  day,  and  after  a  brief 
address  he  introduced  Col.  Archer 
Anderson  of  Kentucky,  who  delivered  an 
eloquent  oration  as  follows: 

Fellow  Citizens:  A  people  curves  lu  own 
ImH^  in  the  muiiumeut^  of  U» great  men.  Not 
Vlrxliilans  only,  not  only  those  who  dwell  In 
the  lair  lund  strttehlnir  troin  the  Potomac  to 
the  Kli)  (Jrunde,  but  all  who  liear  the  Amoricau 
uaine,  may  proudly  consent  that  jtosterlty 
shall  jud»fc  them  by  tlie  structure  wUch  we 
are  here  to  dedicate  and  crown  with  a  heroic 
figure.  For,  to<iuy.  Id  every  part  of  America, 
the  character  and  fame  of  Robert  (Edward  Lee 
are  treasured  us  "a  possession  for  all  time." 

And  If  this  be  true  of  this  great  name,  what 
shall  be  said  of  the  circumstances  which  sur- 
round us  on  this  day  of  solemn  cfjmmemora- 
tioii?  That,  at  the  end  of  the  first  ijuurter  of  a 
century  alUir  the  close  of  a  stupendous  civil 
war,  in  which  more  than  a  million  men  strug- 
gled lor  the  mastery  during  four  years  of 
fierce  and  bUxwIy  conflict,  we  should  see  the 
eoutbern  staU's  in  complete  possession  of  their 
local  self-government,  the  fjnleral  constitution 
changed  only  by  the  great  isMUf^  submitted  to 
tbe  arbitramei.tof  war,  ami  the  defe»te<l  party 


and,  standing  as  a  perpetual  memorial  of  our 
great  leoiier.  It  will  stand  not  less  at  an  endur- 
ing record  of  what  his  fellow  cttizois  dccmeil 
most  worthy  to  be  honored. 

What  kind   of  greatne!<s   then   should  mon 
most  honor  In  their  fellowmen/ 

Strong  and  natural  as  is  the  inclination  of 
those  given  up  to  the  intellectual  life  to  exalt 
the  triumphs  of  the  reason,  such  Is  not  the 
Impulscuf  the  great  heart  of  iho  multitude. 
And  the  multitude  is  right.  In  a  large  and 
true  sense  conduct  is  more  than  intellect,  rnorn 
than  art  or  eltMiueuct;  -to  have  done  greit 
things  is  nobler  tliau  to  have  thout;ht  or  ex- 
cxpre!jsed  them.  Thus  In  every  land  the  mo.-it 
conspicuous  monumenu  commemorate  the 
great  actors,  not  the  great  thinkers;  thogrcat 
soldier  has  always  secured  the  first  place. 
Whijl  means  this  universal  outburst  of  the 
the  love  and  admiratiou  of  our  race  for  men 
who  have  been  foremost  In  war?  Is  the  com- 
mon sense  of  mankind  blinded  by  the  bla::ti  of 
military  glory?  or  does  some  deep  iustinct 
teach  us  that  rtie  character  of  the  Ideal  coni- 
inander  is  the  graude.-<t  manitestutlon  lu  whicli 
man  can  show  hiiiisi^if  to  man? 

Thus,  standing  before  that  nicnumeut  In 
Ilerlin  from  which  Frederick,  "in  his  habit  as 
he  lived"  looks  down  to  his  Prussian  people 
and  seems  still  to  warn  them  that  the  art  which 
won  empire  can  alone  maintain  it.  We  forget 
the  selfish  ambition,  the  petty  foiliies,  thectiill- 
Ing  life— we  remember  only  the  valor,  tlie  con- 
summate skill,  the  superhuman  constancy  of 
the  hem  king.  Or,  if  turning  from  a  career  so 
crowned  with  final  triumph,  we  recall  how,  for 
the  lack  of  a  like  commander,  France,  in  our 
own  day,  liaa  lieen  trampled  under  l'<K)t,  we 
may  conceive  the  devotion  with  which  french- 
men still  crowd  about  the  tomb  of  Napoleon. 

Surely  there  must  besomethlngsuiierbumau 
In  the  genius  of  agroat  cominander  if  It  makes 
us  forg<-tfulof  the  woes  and  crimes  so  often 
attending  it.  How  finely,  then,  may  we  lavish 
our  admiration  and  gnititude,  when  no  allow- 
atjcehasto  b©  made  for  human  weakness; 
when  we  find  military  greatness  allied  with 
the  tioblest  public  «nd  private  virtue.  Here, 
at  last.  In  this  Ideal  L'lilon  N  that  rare  great- 
ness which  men  may  most  honor  io  their  fel- 
low men  Virginia  has  pro«iiictKl  two  such 
stainlesi  captains.  The  fame  of  the  one,  con- 
secrated by  a  century  of  universal  reverence 
and  the  growth  of  a  colossal  empire,  has  been 
commemorated  In  this  city  by  a  monument,  In 
whone  majestic  presence  no  man  ever  received 
the  suggestion  of  a  thoiight  that  did  not  exalt 
humanity.  The  name  of  the  other,  not  yet  a 
generation  old,  and  won  In  a  lost  cause,  is 
already  established. 

1  venture  to  say  that  if  we  Uke  awrouut  of 
human  nature  in  all  its  complexity,  tlie  chai-- 
actcr  of  the  ideal  cominander  is  the  greatest 
manifestation  In  which  man  can  show  himself 
to  man.  Cont.lder  some  of  the  necessary  ele- 
ments of  this  character,  and  let  us  liegin  witli 
Its  humbler  virtues.  If  we  take  him  niurcly 
on  bis  admiuislrative  side,  what  treasures  of 
energy,  forecast  and  watchfulness  do  wc  nut 
see  him  expendiug  in  the  prt)salc  work  of  pro- 
viding the  means  of  subsistence  for  hl-j  army.

his  Judgment  and  seli-ctlon  of  his  own  atteut^ 
and  especially  must  he  lie  skilled  to  read  Ills  ad- 
versary's mind  and  character.  Upon  this 
varied  and  profound  knowledge  will  depend 
the  success  of  those  large  plans  embracing  the

The  statue  unveiled  today  is  the  work 
of  M.  Antoin  Mercio,  ayoung  but  famous 
French  artist.    It  is   equestrian    in    de- 
bign,  and  critics  who  have    inspected   it 
declare  that  it  is  equal,  if  not  superior  to 
any  equestrian  monument  in    Paris.    It 
is  forty  feet  high,  forty-one  feet    across, 
and  weighs  eight  tons.    It  was  cast    in 
eight  sections  and  was  six  months  in  the 
foundry.    It  represents  Gen.  Lee  on  his 
famous  war  horse.  Traveler.    He  is  sup- 
posed to  have  just  come  upon  the    field 
of  Gettysburg.    His  uniform  is  severely 
plain.    There  are  no  trappings,  but    he 
is  girt  with  a  sash,  his  coat  sleeve  bears 
a  braided  ornament,  and  he   wears   the 
sword  of  a  commander  of   cavalry.    The 
right  hand  holds  hie  hat  while  the  reins 
are     gathered      m     his      left.        His 
feet      are      tipped       into      the      stir- 
rups.   Self    possession      and      courage 
mark  the  bearded  face,  and  the  pose  is 
easy  and  natural.    The    statue    stauds 
on  a  pedestal  twenty-one  feet  high,  mak- 
ing the  total  height  sixty-one  feet.    It  is 
of  granite  almoee  as    white    as    marble, 
with    four   columns   of   polished    blue 
granite  on  either  side.    The  base  is    de- 
signed for  the  statues   of   six    generals 
who    served    with    Lee.      Three     have 
already  been    selected,    viz.:    Stonewall 
Jackson,  J.  E.  B.  Stuart  and    A.  P.  Hill. 
The  cost  of  the  pedestal  was  341,000,  of 
the  horse  ot  rider   818,CXX).    Other    inci- 
dental expenses  will  increase    the    total 
to  878,000,  the  whole  of    which    amount 
the  CO  imittee  has  to  its  credit. 
^  Some   one    climbed    up  the  statue  of 
George  Washington    this  morning    and 
put  Confederate  flags    in    the  hands    of 
the  figure.     Protests  have    been  entered 
against  the  fiags  being  allowed  to  remain 
there,  but  the  authorities  refused  to  take 
them  down.    Several  oth^r  evidences  of 
intense  feelings  are  visible,  but  only    in 
spots.    The  Evening  States  has  "Robert 
Lee,  America's  greatest    man,"  over    its 
oSice. 

In  a  speech  made  at  the  reunion  of 
Pickett  Camp,  Confederate  veterans, 
last  night,  Gen.  Rosser  said:  "If  Lee 
had  known  the  horrors  of  reconstruction 
he  would  not  have  surrendered."

And  now  come  into  play  the  ijualities  of 
heart  and  soul.  Coiis«'«.'ratcd  to  this,  his  high 
otBce,  a  general  ought  to  be  morally  the  best, 
the  most  just,  tho  most  generous,  Uie  most  pa- 
triotic man  among  his  countrymen.  He  must 
no«.  only  lie  their  greatest  leader— he  must 
call  forth  an  enthusiastic  and  passionate  de- 
votion. Of  ail  careers,  a  military  life  makes 
the  heaviest  demand  on  the  se'if-eU'acemcnt 
and  self  sacrifice  of  those  who  are  to  follow 
and  obey.  Love  and  enthusia.«m  for  a  leader 
are  the  only  fori-es  powerful  enough  to  raise 
men  to  this  heroic  pitch.  Without  them  an 
army  Is  a  moll,  or  at  most,  a  spiritless  ma- 
cliiue.  With  them  it  liecomes  capable  of  the 
sublimest  exhibitions  of  valor  and  dov<itlon. 

To  all  thoxe  rich  endowments  there  must  be 
added  an  im|iertuable  moral  courage  oiual  to 
any  buffet  or  burden  of  fortune,  and  physical 
intreiddlty  in  its  highest  and  grandest  forms 
—not  only  the  valor  which  carries  a  division 
commander  under  orders  with  overmastering 
rush  to  sooic desperate  assault,  like  Cleburne's 
at  Franklin,  or  makes  him  stand  inimovali'e  as 
a  stone  wall  as  Lee  ?aw  .luckson  at  .Maiia^'^a'^ 
but  an  aggrct^sive  and  unresting  ardor  to  fall 
on  the  enemy,  like  that  which  burned  iu  Nei 
son  when  lie  wrote:  "I  will  fight  them  the 
moment  I  can  reach  their  fleet,  be  they  at  an- 
chor or  under  sail  I  will  not  lose  one  moment 
in  fighting  the  French  fleet.  I  mean  to  follow 
them  if  tliey  go  to  the  Black  Sea." 

With  this  fierce  pa-*siou  for  fight,  the  gen- 
eral must  unite  the  self-control 
which  will  refuse  battle,  or  calmly  await  at- 
tack and  not  least,  the  fortitude  which  can 
endure  defeat.  Aoid  over  and  above  all  there 
niust  preside  some  Godlike  power  which,  in 
crisis  or  In  swrm,  not  only  preserves  to  the 
trommanderali  his  high  faculties,  but  intensi- 
fies and  expands  them.  In  tliose  irrevocable 
moments,  when  the  decision  of  an  instant  may 
determine  the  destiny  of  statex.  mere  talent* 
must  spring  into  genius  In  the  hour  of  doom 
a  imt ion's  fate,  a  people's  ransom  may  be 
stakes  on  one  man's  greHtness  of  soul. 

It  Is  the  rec-ognltion  In  Lee  of  the  principal 
elements  of  this  high  ideal— courage,  will,  en- 
ergy, Insight,  authority,  the  or  anizing  mind 
with  its  eagle  glance  and  the  temperament 
for  command  broad,  based  upon  fortitude 
hopefulness,  joy  in  battle,  all  exalted  by 
heroic  purpose  and  kindled  with  the  glow  of 
an  uncon<iuerable  soul;  it  is  twsido  and  above 
all  the  uni(|ue  combination  in  him  of  moral 
strength  witk  moral  beauty,  of  all  that  Is 
great  in  heroic  action  with  all  tiiat  is  g<xxl  in 
commoD  life,  that  will  make  of  this  pile  of 
stone  a  sacred  shrine,  dear  throughout  the 
ctiming  ages,  not  to  soldiers  only,  but  to  all 
"helpers  and  friends  of  mankind. 

The  orator  then  went  into  an  elabo- 
rate biographical  review  of  the  life  and 
character  of  Gen.  Lee.  After  leading  up 
to  the  period  when  it  became  necessr.ry 
for  tren.  Lee  to  make  his  choice  of  which 
side  he  should  fight.  Col.  Anderson  said: 
No  more  painful  struggle  over  tore  the 
heartof  a  patriot.  He  had  served  the  whole 
country  iu  a  gallant  army,  which  commanded 
alibis  alTeciIon.  He,  better  than  most  men 
knew  the  great  resorcesof  tlie  North  and 
West.  He  knew  Northern  men  iu  their  homes- 
he  knew  the  bravery  of  the  Northern  soldiers 
He  was  above  the  prejudices  and  tauntsof  the 
day  which  belittled  Northern  virtue  and  cour- 
age. He  knew  tiiat,  with  .-"light  external  dif- 
ferences, there  was  a  substantial  identity  of 
tbe  .\merlcan  rai-e  In  all  the  states  North  and 
South.  He  was  equally  above  the  we  k  and 
passionate  view  of  slavery  Into  which  the  leg- 
islation of  the  abolition  party  had  driven 
many  of  the  South.  He  regarded  slavery  as 
,  an  evil  whicli  the  South  must  lie  left  to  miti- 
gate, and  if  possible  to  extirpate.  With  him 
the  only  (luestion  was  to  find   out   which

"Against  the  urgent  solicitations  of  Gen 
Scott,  indeUanceof  the  leinptings  of  ambition 
in  manifest  sacrific-oof  all  his  pecuniary  Inter- 
ests, be  detcruiin<Hl  that  duty  bade  him  side 
with  his  beloved  Virginia.  He  laid  down  his 
commission  and  solemnly  declared  his  purpose 
never  to  draw  bis  sword  save  lu  beball  of  his 
native  state. 

The  surrender  of  the  army  of  northern  Vit^ 
glnia  closed  the  Imiierlsbable  record  of  his 
military  life.  What  a  catastrophe.  What  a 
moving  and  pathetic  contrast.  On  the  one 
side  complete  and  dazzling  triumph,  on  the 
other  absolute  ruin  and  defeat— a  crown  of 
thorns  for  the  peerless  array  which  had  known 
the  victor's  laurel.  Hut  the  magnanimity  of 
the  comiueror  not  less  than  the  fortitude  of 
the  vannuished  showed  out  on  the  solemn 
scene  and  softened  Its  tragic  outlines.  Tlie 
moderation  and  good  sense  of  the  Northern 
people,  breathing  the  large  and  generous  air  of 
our  western  world,  quickly  rcsi«ndei|  to 
Oram's  example,  and  though  the  Nor»h  was 
afterwards  betraye<l  Into  excess,  on  mor«'  than 
one  great  subject,  the  pa.ssioiis  of  a  b!o<jdy 
civil  war  were  rapidly  extingu:shed 

"As  the  i>eoplo  saw  him  fulltlUing  these  mod- 
est but  noble  functions;  as  they  saw  hiB  with 
antique  slinplicity  putting  aside  every  tempta- 
tion to  use  his  greaf^faiue  for  vulgar  gain:  aa 
they  saw  him,  inself  respecting  contentment 
with  the  frugal  earningsol  liistxTsonalelforls, 
refusing  everv  ofl'er  of  pecuniary  assistance ;  as 
they  realized  his  unselfish  devotion  of  all  Miat 
remained  of  strength  and  life  to  the  nurture 
of  southern  youth,  iu  knowle<ige,  lu  morals,  a 
new  conviction  of  his  wis<ioin  and  virtue  gaih- 
eri'd  lorce  and  volume.  Thort^  is  about  his  ex- 
blbltlous  of  real  exc-elleuce  the  same  quality 
of  power  that  marks  him  as  a  soldier.  Itcwt 
him  no  visible  effort  to  be  good  or  great.  His 
goo<lness  makes  us  love  his  Kicattiess. 

"lict  this  monument,  then,  teach  those  les- 
sons of  his  life.  Let  it  stand,  not  as  a  rec  •■  d 
of  civil  strife,  but  aa  a  perjietual  prou.  t 
against  whatever  is  low  and  sordid  in  our 
private  and  public  objects.  Let  It  stand  as  a 
memorial  of  iiersonal  honor  that  never  bro.  iked 
a  stain  of  knightly  valor,  of  mliit.irv  genius 
unassisted  liy  ambition,  of  heiolc  consliiucy 
from  which  no  cloud  of  misfortune  could  hide 
the  path  of  duty.  Let  it  sund  for  reproof  and 
censure  If  our  people  shall  ever  sink  lielow  tbe 
standards  of  their  fathers.  Let  it  stand  as  rhe 
emtiodiinent  ol  a  brave  iiiul  virtuous  people'- 
Ideal  iea<ler.  U't  It  staiid  as  a  great  public  act 
of  thanksgl\  Ing  and  pntise  that  It  pleaseil  (Jod 
to  U-stow  upon  the  southern  states  a  man  so 
formed  to  reflect  his  attributes  of  power 
majesty  and  gtxidness." 

At  its  conclusion  the  favorite  hymn  of 
Gen.  Lee's,  "How  Firm  a  Foundation," 
was  sung  by  the  assemblage,  with  fuil 
brass  band  accompaniment,  every  man, 
woman  and  child  on  the  grounds  ap- 
pearing to  participate.

The   Big  Laclede    Flour    Mill    at  St.  JLoals 
Destroyed. 

St.  Louis,  May  29.— The  Laclede  flour 
mill,  a  five  story  building  at  the  corner 
of  Ninth  and  Lowland  streets,  were  en- 
tirely destroyed  by  tire  at  an  early  hour 
this  morning.  The  proparty  is  owned  by 
the  firm  of  Kepler  Bros. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  is  a  mysterj',  as 
the  mills  have  been  idle  for  some  time, 
and  were  being  remodeled  for  the  manu- 
facture of  roller  process  flour.  The  loss  is 
estimated  at  :gl25,000,  fully  insured, 
Oefendlng  Hiinself. 

Sofia,  May  29.— Maj.  Panitza,  who 
with  a  number  of  others  are  on  trial 
hpre  on  the  charge  of  conspiring  against 
the  government  of  Bulgaria,  spoke  today 
in  defense  of  himself  and  his  alleged 
conspirators.  He  declared  that  he  had 
devoted  his  life  to  Bulgaria,  and  said  he 
would  welcome  death  and  even  ignominy 
if  he  had  conspired  against  her.  He  de- 
manded the  acquittal  of  himself,  Capt. 
Kolobkoff  of  the  Russian  army  and  t^n 
others  ctiarged  with  being  implicated  in 
the  conspiracy.  He  declared  that  the 
case  of  the  prosecution  had  completely 
broken  down  and  that  all  the  accused 
should  be  immediately  released.

Cleveland,  May  29,— The  Garfield 
monument  will  be  dedicated  tomorrow 
and  the  city  is  rapidly  filling  up  with 
visitors.  Many  of  the  troops,  societies 
and  delegations  that  will  participate  in 
the  parade  have  also  arrived.  The  pres- 
idential party  is  due  at  2:30.  President 
Harrison  will  be  driven  to  the  residence 
of  Hon.  Daniel  P.  Eells  on  Euclid  ave- 
nue. Ex-Gov.  Fairchild  and  wife,  of 
Wisconsin,  will  be  the  guests  of  Hon. 
George  H.  Chapman.  Business  will  be 
entirely  suspended  tomorrow.  The 
city  is  elaborately  decorated. 

Put  Her  Foot  in  IU 

London,  May  '29.- The  Post  gravely 
suggests  that  the  government  settle 
fisheries  disputes  by  ceding  Newfound- 
land to  France  and  granting  in  addition 
pecuniary  compensation  to  the  French 
fishermen.  The  government  will  reply 
to  the  addresftof  the  Newfoundland  par- 
liament by  insisting  upon  the  compli- 
ance of  that  colony  with  the  terms  of 
the  agreement  with  France.

TtLEQRAPH    BRIEFS. 


IwDiANAPOus,  May  29. — Prom 
family  have  come  all  the  criminals  in  In- 
diana. A  chart  sent  from  here  to  the 
conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections 
showed  417  families  in  Indianapolis  all 
connected  by  marriage,  with  the  "Tribe 
of  Ishmael"  for  the  center.  These  fam- 
ilies are  all  paupers,  and  every  crime  of 
consequence  that  Has  ever  been  commit- 
ted in  Indianapolis  since  it  was  incorpo- 
rated was  done  by  them. 

The  "tribe"  originated  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, but  the  first  knowledge  of  it  was 
in  "old  Ben"  Ishmael  and  his  wife, 
Jennie  Ishmael.  They  were  described 
by  Fenimore  Cooper  in  his  novel  "The 
Prairie,"  the  man  as  "Ishmael  Bush"  or 
Skirting  Ishmael,  and  the  woman  as 
Esthel  Bush.  They  were  Kentucky 
outcasts  and  outlaws,  and  toward  the 
close  of  the  book  it  is  said  that  they 
went  out  toward  the  Platte  region,  and 
were  never  heard  of  afterward.  The  date 
is  given  as  1802. 

The  mental,  moral  and  physical  char- 
acteristics of  the  Ishmaels  of  today,  Beii 
Ishmael's  grandsons,  correspond  exactly 
with  the  descriptions  given  by  Cooper. 
Of  the  old  man's  sons  and  daughters, 
Sallie  married  Louis  Meyer, a  son  of  Ben 
Meyer,  the  companion  and  friend  of 
Daniel  Boone;  Rose  married  John  Irwin, 
a  murderer,  and  John  married  Betsy 
Harbot,  a  halfbreed  Indian.  Of  the 
tribe  in  Indiana  this  last  couple  is  the 
center. 

The  lines  of  marriage  radiate  in  everj- 
direction,  binding  together  in  a  network 
nearly  every  family  of  paupers  and 
criminals  in  Indiana.  Moral  considera- 
tions never  enter  into  their  calculations. 
The  divorce  courts  are  monopolized  by 
this  class.  In  one  family  there  is  a 
record  of  five  marriages  for  each  of  three 
children  and  of  seven  marriages  for  the 
fourth  daughter.  In  the  next  genera- 
tion one  of  this  family  has  been  married 
nine  times.    She  is  about  30  years  old. 


NIPPED  IN  THE  BUD. 

NihlUsta  Under  Arrest  for  Plotting  Against 

the  Czar. 

Paris,  May  29.— The  police  of  this  city 
recently  received  information  that  a 
number  of  nihilists  were  organizing  a 
plot  against  the  Czar  in  this  country. 
The  information  was  followed  up,  and 
the  result  was  that  fifteen  persons 
charged  with  being  implicated  in  the 
plot  have  been  arrested.  A  number  of 
incriminating  documents  were  seized  at 
the  lodgings  of  the  leader  in  the  plot, 
a  nihilist  named  Mendelsohn,  who  re- 
sides at  Fontenay-Aux-roees,  near  this 
city.  A  quantity  of  explosives  was  also 
seized  at  hia  residence.  The  names  of 
the  other  persons  are  Oreloff,  alias  Vol- 
grina,  Reichlin  and  his  wife,  Peptoff, 
alias  Levoff,  Kalchinzen,  alias  Anamien, 
SIX  students  named  Lavreyuiux,  Calov- 
ski,  Nakatchiz,  Nepanoff  and  lemstei, 
and  four  young  women  named  Athina, 
Labrovitch,  Pedozova  and  Bromberg-

JOHN  CLOW  KILLED. 

Duluth's  John   P.  Clow  Shot  lu  a  Denver 
Saloon. 

Denver,  Colo,,  May  29.— John  P.  Clow, 
ex-pugilist  of  Duluth,  Minn.,  and  Garrett 
Hughes  quarrelled  in  a  saloon 
this  morning  over  money  matters. 
Clow  knocked  Hughes  down.  The  latter 
pulled  a  revolver  and  fired  five  times. 
The  last  shot  took  effect  in  Clow's 
groin,  and  the  wound  is  thought  to  be 
fatal. 

Hughes,  who  is  connectea  with  one  of 
the  moet  prominent  families  of  Colo- 
rado, gave  himself  up  and  is  now  in  jail.

Early  astonished  bis  visitor 
by  exclaiming  savagely:  "I  want  nothing 
toxlo  with  such  a  man  who  mistakes  me 
for  such  a  damned  rascal  as  James  Long- 
street."  A  friend  of  the  latter  who  was 
standing  by  demanded  a  retraction. 
Early  refused,  whereupon  Longstreet's 
friend  made  a  lunge  for  Early,  but  the 
latter  was  protected  by  friends  long 
enough  to  escape. 


Tarifl'  in  the  Senate. 

Washington,  May  29.— A    full  attend- 
ance of  the  senate    finance   committee 
was  present  this  morning  when  the   tar- 
iff bill  was  taken  up.     Mr.  Carlisle    took 
his  seat  at  the  foot  of    the    democratic 
side    and  entered    into    the    discussion 
with  earnestness.    Senator  Sherman,  in

WAS    THERE   A    FIQHT? 

Cocgreissuian  Comatock  may  have 
aUowetl  HauK^o  of  W'Laouofiia  to  steal  a 
march  on  bim  in  the  river  and  harbor 
uommiltee  on  the  central  caoal  scheme 
of  West  Superior,  but  he  fully  made  up 
for  any  lack  of  watchfulness  by  his  ti^ht 
in  the  house  yesterday  against  the  sur- 
vey clause,  and  aa  a  result  the  house 
most  effectually  sat  down  upon  the 
scheme  by  a  vote  of  12.J  to  10. 

Incidentally  Duluth  received  some 
good  advertising  from  the  speeches  of 
various  !UetuU>rs  who  understand 
the  situHi  This  should  put  an 

end  to  tne  uUk;  that  Wisconsin  is 
more  inttuential  at  Washington  than 
Minnesota.  Duluth's  interests  are  all 
right  tQere,  if  they  are  properly  and  coa- 
stantly  looked  after,  and  no  i^islation 
favorable  to  would-be  rivals  that  is  detri- 
mental to  us  will  be  passed.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  last  has  been  heard  about 
this  central  caual  schema  There  is  no 
necessity  for  a  central  canal  and  it  wouiJ 
be  a  great  blunder  to  make  one.  The 
Superior  entry  and  the  Duluth  canal 
furnish  suiHcient  access  to  and  egress 
trom  the  ^rt>at  harbors  at  Uto  bead  of 
the  l;i  f   United  States  engineer 

corps  •  e>n^>ii<^d  against  the  scheme  two 
years  ago  and  now  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives has  declared  against  it.  L>et 
the  project  sleep  for  ever.  West  Supe- 
rior's commerce  doea  not  need  it.  The 
energieei  of  our  neighbor  should  be 
turned  in  a  direction  that  will  do  them 
good,without  attempting  to  do  Old  Supe- 
perior  or  Duluth  barm.  In  the  right 
directions,  the  whole  head  of  the  lake 
wishes  her  every  success. 

Now,  that  this  matter  is  settled, 
another  thing  must  not  be  forgotten, 
either  here  or  at  Washington.  The  ves- 
eels  coming  to  the  head  of  the  lake  usu- 
ally find  it  necessary  to  visit  both  Du- 
luth and  enor.  It  ia  a  great 
drawback  to  u^xi^ation  itereets  that  in 
paasing  from  one  port  to  the  other  a  ves- 
sel must  go  outdide  the  harbor  into  the 
lake  and  round  the  whole  of  Minnesota 
point,  making  a  trip  of  twelve  or  fifteen 
miles  and  consuming  valuable  time.  The 
proper  way  to  remedy  this  drawback  is 
to  provide  a  deep  channel  between  the 
two  ports,  as  has  been  planned  and  par- 
tially made  by  the  government  engi- 
neers. With  the  passage  and  presiden- 
tial approval  of  the  pending  river  and 
harbor  bill  enough  money  will  have  been 
secured  for  Duluth  and  Superior  to  com- 
plete, or  nearly  complete  this  channel. 
If  this  year's  appropriation  is  not  suffi- 
cient the  people  on  both  sides  of  the 
bay  should  unite  their  efforts  in  second- 
ing Maj.  Quinn's  recommendations  on 
this  portiuu  of  our  harbor  work  and  get- 
ting; enough  money  next  winter. 

A  few  expressioDS  of  congreasional 
opinion,  given  during  the  debate  yester- 
day afternoon,  on  the  subject  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

.Mr.  Comstock  of  Minnesota:  The 
amendment  is  under  the  head  of  Wis- 
consin surveys,  while  all  the  land  to  be 
affei.-ted  is  in  Minoesota  and  in  my  dis- 
trict. Xo  member  of  the  Minnesota 
delegation  has  been  consulted  and  there 
is  no  public  demand  for  the  proposed 
survey,  and  none  from  any  place  except 
West  Superior.  More  than  «I,000,000 
has  been  expended  on  the  harbor,  and  it 
is  now  proposed  to  put  it  aside  for  the 
purpose  of  booming  West  Superior  real 
estate. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  Iowa:  A  city  of 
50,)XI0  people  and  a  great  market  of  the 
Northwest  must  not  be  sacrifioed,  or  its 
interests  jeopardized,  to  create  a  real 
estate  boom  in  West  Superior.  The 
scheme  is  not  in  the  interest  of  naviga- 
tion, bu'  to  make  Duluth  commerce  pay 
tribute  to  West  superior.  The  present 
provision  is  the  entering  wedge. 

Mr.  Faniuhar  of  New  York:  I  sup- 
port Mr.  Comstock'a  amendment,  for  I 
know  all  about  the  matter,  I  was  one  of 
the  original  dwellers  in  Duluth. 

Mr.  Breckeoridge,  of  Arkansas:  My 
long  and  v<>ry  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
situaticii  enables  me  to  speak  on  the 
subject.  The  river  and  harbor  commit- 
tee is  making  no  insistance  upon  the 
provision,  and  that  Mr.  Grosvenor  of  the 
comm  ittee,  as  well  as  the  chairman,  cor- 
roborates. 

Mr.  Snider  of  Minnesota:  I  will  have 
read  to  the  house  the  report  of  chief  of 
engineers  for  1388,  which  shows  the  en- 
terprising citizens  of  Duluth  have  pur- 
chased the  land  in  order  that  the  gov- 
ernment might  have  clear  title  to  the 
property.  The  'luestion  involves  more 
than  appears;  the  new  channel,  owing 
to  the  St.  Louis  river  emptying  into  the 
bay,  would  have  the  effect  of  tilling  up 
the  harbor.

.Mr.  Rutler  Talks  un  the  Future  of  the  St. 
Louis  Kiver. 

In  the  SL  Louis  river  the  St.  Louis 
Water  Power  company  has  a  very  valu- 
able property;  but  this,  of  course,  goes 
without  saying.  I  was  talking  with  Mr. 
J.  W.  Butler,  Jay  Cooke's  son-in-law, 
and  the  secretary  of  the  company,  on 
his  pet  subject  last  evening.  iVlr.  Butler 
is  a  financier  of  ability,  as  a  connection 
of  Jay  Cooke  should  be. 

"In  our  meetings  here,"  said    he,   "we 
have  taken  no  formal  action    about    the 
improvement  of  the  water  power.  When 
the  time  comes,  however,  we   will    begin 
utilizing  the  river.     Most   people  do  not 
appreciate  the  value  of  St.   Louis   river. 
From  here  t.>  Fond  du  Lac  there    is  an 
average  depth  of  nine  f(»et,  and  with  the 
expenditure     of    81,500.000    this    river 
could        be       made       much        better 
than     Chicago     river.      In      fact,    the 
St.        Louis        appro-ximates      already 
to  the  Chicago  ditch,  with  the  difference 
that  it  is  a  much    better    stream.    The 
time  is  not  far  distant    when  the    banks 
of  this  river  will    be    lined    with    ware- 
houses, docks    and    manufactories,    and 
the  vast  water  power  will  be  turning  the 
wheels  of  a  hundred  mills.     Duluth  will 
be  built  along  the  river  from  West    Du- 
luth to  Fond  du  J^ac,  and   more    freight 
will  Ije  shipped   from    west    of    Oneota 
than  from  the  entire  city  at  preeent."

It  is  not  altogether  unpleasant  to  ob- 
serve from  the  report  of  the  adjutant 
general  that  the  United  States,  in  case 
of  war,  could  put  into  the  field  a  force  of 
nearly  7,500,000  men.  Of  actual  enlist- 
ments in  the  armies  of  bobh  sides  in  the 
late  war  there  were  not  far  from  2,000.- 
OUO. 

The  army  of  disciplined  national 
guards  is  not  'arge,  in  spite  of  the  en- 
couragement given  to  it  by  both  state 
and  national  governments  of  late  years. 
It  numbers  only  10:i32  men  and  SOTyJ 
ollicers,  a  little  body  with  a  big  head. 
The  great  Northwest  and  the  grand 
Mississippi  Valley  would  furnish  a  great 
portion  of  our  soldiers  in  the  event  of 
another  war,  and  the  great  Burlington 
System,  situated  in  the  very  heart  of 
the  continent,  would  be  the  natural 
means  of  movement  for  the  army.  If 
our  Eastern  seaboard  were  attacked, 
"The  Burlington"  would  carry  "the 
boys"  from  North  Dakota,  Montana, 
Washington,  Oregon,  Minnesota  and 
Wisconsin,  over  its  own  line  from  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  bring  the  re- 
cruits from  Californin,  Nevada,  Wyom- 
ing, South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas, 
Missouri,  Iowa  and  Illinois  by  the  same 
means.  If  Mexico  should  kick  up  its 
heels,  or  a  naval  enemy  trouble  us  in  the 
gulf,  "The  Burlington"  could  carrj-  an 
immense  number  of  defenders  to  the 
gateways  of  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City.

Ab  if  in  honor  of  Memorial  Day,  the 
sky  cleared  this   morning  of  the  heavy 
banks  of  clouds  which  had  so  long  ob- 
scured the  sua,  and  «ld  Sol  poured  his 
welcome  warmth   from   the  azure  blue 
At  nearly  2  o'clock  Superior  street  was 
crowed      with       people,     and      cheers 
rent     the    air   as    the  G.    A.    R    pa- 
rade   came      down     the     thorougfare 
from  Fifth    avenue    west,    after  having 
marched  from  Second  avenue  east  along 
First  street.

Citizens  on  Foot. 
CltUeus  In  Carrlagefl. 

To  the  Willis  A.  tJorman  post  fell  the 
sad  duty  of  decorating  the  graves  of  de- 
parted comrades.  A  detail  of  the  poet 
marched  to  the  cemetery  accompanied 
by  eight  men  as  a  detail  of  Company  K, 
who  were  to  tire  the  salute  over  the 
grave,  a.nd  the  graves  of  the  veterans 
were  covered  with  Howers  and  vines, 
dewey  with  freshness.  The  detail  of 
Company  K  marched  with  arms  reversed 
and  the  salute  was  tired,  after  which  the 
return  march  was  made  to  the  hall.  The 
comrades  were  accompaniea  by  citizens 
on  foot  and  in  carriages  and  flowers  and 
evergreens  were  thickly  strewn. 

Flowers  were  plenty,  too,  on  the  stage 
of  Temple  Opera,  when  the  exercises 
took  place.  Occupying  the  most  con- 
spicuous position  was  a  white  column, 
on  one  face  of  which  was  carved  a  notice 
of  those  who  now  lie  in  soldierly  sleep  in 
Duluth  cemeteries.  These  are  comrades 
Rich,  Ctoae,  Pratt,  Stokes,  Foster,  Cul- 
ver, Martin,  Bennett,  Churchill,  Shep- 
ard,  Tefft,  Austin,  Smith,  Latans,  Mc- 
Oowen  and  Whitman. 

After  the  return  of  the  marchers 
every  seat  in  the  opera  house  was  taken, 
and  the  stairs  and  ailes  were  crowded. 
The  exercises  were  impressive  and  were 
carefully  listened  to  by  the  large  audi 
ence.  "Sheridan's  Ride"  was  delivered 
in  a  manner  as  never  before  in  this  city, 
and  Mr.  Nat  C.  Goodwin,  the  speaker, 
received  tumultuous  applause.  Miss 
Sloane,  the  elocutionist,  gave  an  ap- 
ropnate  reading.  A  musical  program 
was  sung  by  the  Duluth  Glee  Club.  As 
a  tilting  finale  to  the  tlay's  ceremonies, 
Hon.  Ignatius  Donnelly,  one  of  the  most 
powerful  speakers  in  the  west,  delivered 
a  grand  eulog>-  to  the  departed  veterans, 
and  advice  and  warning  to  the  living. 

Mr.  Donnelly  said: 

"The  greatest  fact  on  this  planet  is  the 
American  Republic.  The  greatest  inci- 
dent in  the  history  of  the  I^pubiic  is  the 
suppression  of  the  rebellion  of  1861.  The 
greatest  men  in  our  country  are  those 
who  then  secured,  by  their  valor,  the 
triumph  of  the  nation.  Every  successive 
generation,  which  shall  dwell  in  peace 
and  prosperity  under  the  shadow  of  our 
flag,  will  but  add  to  the  glory  of  their 
fame  and  the  enduring  sense  of  the 
world's  gratitude. 

"In  the  final  analysis,  everything 
in  this  world  rests  on  force,— and 
was  bom  of  force.  Government,  even 
the  most  peaceful,— is  an  implied  threat. 
Behind  the  law-books  stand  the  cannon. 
A  truth  is  nothing  unless  there  is  some 
one  ready  to  die  for  it  We  exist  today 
as  a  united  people  benause  twenty -seven 
years  ago  there  were  more  than  a  million 
men  who  said  the  nation  must  live;  and 
who  were  ready  to  perish  to  prove  the 
truth  of  their  conviction.  Alontaigne 
observed  that  if  any  man  cared 
nothing  for         his         own         life 

he  was  thereby  master  of  any  other 
man's  life.  All  things  belong  to  the 
resolute.  Fate  is  the  bond  slave  of 
those  who  are  ready  to  sacrifice  them- 
selves for  their  opinions.  It  was  the 
men  of  the  last  generation,  who  put 
aside  the  love  of  life  and  the  dread  of 
death,  who  alone  made  peace,  order, 
union,  culture  and  national  existence 
possible.  Can  we  do  too  much  for  them? 
They  were  the  nation.  All  the  rest 
waited  for  events— they  made  history. 
If  there  had  been  no  such  men  the 
mighty  constellation  of  the  Union  would 
today  be  broken  into  scattered  and  er- 
ratic fragments — luminous  with  the 
flames  of  self-destruction. 

"We  lay  flowers  upon  their  graves. 
How  little  a  thing!  They  have  covered 
our  lives  with  flowers.  Our  hearts  are 
singing  the  sweet  songs  of  peace  while 
they  are  dust.  We  lift  up  our  heads  in 
exultation,  the  greatest  and  noblest  race 
on  earth,  while  those  who  made  us  such 
are  8tret«3hed  yonder,  brothers  to  the  in- 
sensible clod. 

"How  little  can  we  honor  them  by  such 
ceremonies?  How  greatly  can  we  honor 
ourselves?  Their  ears  are  tieaf  to  our 
praises.  But  the  world  sees  that  we  are 
not  shallow  and  heartless  ingrates. 

"But  we  owe  as  much  to  the  living 
soldiers  as  to  the  dead.  The  latter  are 
beyond  our  sympathy;  the  former  are 
vet  with  us.  Let  us  make  their  lives 
hopeful  and  pleasant    Let  us  see  to  it 


that  no  man  who  faced  the  bullets  of 
the  enemy  shall  ever  encounter  want. 
How  your  whole  town  would  turn  out  to 
honor  one  of  the  revolutionary  soldiers 
if  he  could  appear  among  you — one  of 
the  men  of  Valley  Forge  and  Yorktown 
— how  young  and  old  would  cluster 
around  him;  what  honors  would  you  pay 
him?  And  yet  the  war  of  1861  was  as 
just  and  righteous  as  that  of  1776; 
equally  heroic,  in  a  greater  age  and  On  a 
grander  scale.  Whet)  death  has  thinned 
the  ranks  of  our  patriots  ihe  time  will 
come  when  for  an  old  soldier  to  strike 
his  breast  and  say  'I  fought  under  Grant 
and  Sherman'  will  be  equal  to  a  title  of 
nobility. 

"The  nation  will  be  ready  to  perish 
when  it  fails  to  honor  its  heroes,  living 
and  dead. 

".\nd  yet,  withal,  on  this  day  there 
should  be  no  bitterness  mingled  with 
the  tenderness  of  our  memories.  The 
rage  of  battle  has  passed  away  with  the 
sound  of  the  booming  cannon.  There 
is  no  place  in  our  hearts 
for         revenge.  Sectional         feel- 

ing is  lost  and  merged  in  the  rising 
glories,  the  great  d<  wn  of  an  august  na- 
tionalism. We  remember  that  the 
South  fought  for  its  ideas  as  we  did.  To 
the  man  who  is  ready  to  perish  for  a 
principle  that  principle  is  right.  We 
may  not  argue  with  the  heroic  dust  of 
fallen  and  tell  it  it  died  for  an  error.  It 
is  enough  for  us  that  the  South  is  still 
with  us— not  as  a  bond-slave  but  as  a 
brother.  The  glories  of  the  republic  be- 
long to  it  as  well  as  to  ue,  it  will  share 
with  us  in  all  the  splendors  of  our  unex- 
ampled growth,  in  all  the  tributes  of  ad- 
miration laid  at  our  feet  by  astonished 
mankind.  Who  will  grudge  the  South 
the  honors  it  pays  its  heroes^  They 
would  be  unworthy  to  be  our  brethren 
if  tiiey  lacked  these  attributes  of  high 
manhood. 

"When  Abraham  Lincoln  stood  on  the 
field  of  Gettysburg  he  uttered  the  moral 
which  must  come  to  all  hearts  on  occa- 
sions such  as  this:  'Let  us  here  highly 
resolve  that  these  dead  shall  not  have 
died  in  vain,  that  government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people 
shall  not  perish  from  the  face  of  the 
earth.' 

"That,  after  all,  includes  everything 
It  is  the  cause  that  glorifies  these 
dead.  While  we  praise  them  for 
their  sacrifices  in  the  past  let  us 
see  to  it  that  we  do  our  duty  in  the 
present  Let  us  see  to  it  that  the 
nation,  which  successfully  resisted  the 
bullets  of  armed  insurrectum  does  not  die 
of  the  dry-rot  of  universal  political  cor- 
ruption." 

Mr.  Donnelly  then  proceeded  to  speak 
of  the  dangers  which  threaten  the  re- 
public in  the  vast  accumulation  of 
wealth  in  the  hands  of  the  few,  and  the 
corresponding  increase  of  poverty  among 
the  working  classes.  He  said  that  in  his 
judgment  the  republic  was  in  more 
danger  of  overthrow  today  than  it  was 
when  Lee's  legions  lay  encamped  within 
sight  of  the  national  capitol.  The  danger 
now  was  greater  because  the  processes 
of  attack  were  more  insidious.  "We 
need  soldiers  today  who  will  face,  not 
bullets,  but  purchased  ballots;  obloquy, 
denunciation,  personal  and  political 
ostracism,  in  defence  of  liberty  and 
justice.  All  good  men  should  unite  to 
preserve  the  essentials  of  the  nation  — 
those  innermost  spirits  which  make  this 
republic  indeed  the  greatest  gift  of  God 
to  mankind." 

The  speaker  was  frequently  interrupt- 
ed by  warm  and  hearty  applause.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  address,  which  was 
delivered  in  Mr.  I>)nnelly'8  earnest  and 
iinpassioned   manner,  the   large   assem-

Dracut  Voters  Want  the  Money

Yellow     Meeting     House 
Witnesses  a  Strange 
Scene. 


Lowell,  Mass.,  May  30.— The  voters 
of  Dracut  yesterday  afternoon  almost 
unanimously  voted  to  keep  the  18,000 
they  reoeived  from  John  Lennon  for  his 
liquor  license,  and  to  permit  the  sale  of 
liquor  to  go  on.  The  selectmen  are  au- 
thorized to  give  the  money  back  and  to 
cancel  the  license,  but  they  wanted  to 
know  what  their  constituents  thought 
about  it,  so  they  took  it  into  town  meet- 
ing. 

The  voters  began  to  gather  at  the 
"yellow  meeting  house"  long  before  the 
hour  set  for  the  meeting.  Most  of  those 
who  came  were  operatives  in  the  mills- 
nt  the  navy  yard  and  CoUinsville.  Still 
all  the  horse  sheds  were  occupied  with 
t^sams  of  the  farmers.  They  crowded 
into  the  little  vestry  until  it  was  packed. 
Brightly-worked  mottoes  admonishing 
peace  and  goodwill  adorned  i  he  walls, 
which  have  stood  a  century,  and  they 
never  witnessed  peace  and  good  order  so 
sat  upon  as  they  were  yesterday. 

The  greatest  confusion  prevailed 
throughout  the  meeting,  and  every  man 
who  tried  to  speak  in  favor  of  refunding 
the  money  and  removing  the  opportunity 
to  sell  liquor  in  the  town,  his  voice  was 
drowned  in  derisive  yella  Finally  a 
vote  was  reached  on  the  motion  to  pay 
back  all  but  the  amount  of  expense 
which  the  town  had  been  put  to,  stated 
by  Selectman  Hubbard  to  be  ij600,  but 
the  result  was  as  before.  A  baker's 
dozen  voted  for  the  motion,  and  100 
hands  went  up  with  a  chair  against  it 
This  closed  the  license  business. 

The  oppoiients  of  the  movement  to  get 
rid  of  the  licensed  place  were  largely  of 
an  element  that  apparently  patronized 
it  Nevertheless  their  action  has  a  cer- 
tain shrewdness  in  a  business  view.  Mr. 
Lannon  is  known  to  be  disgusted  with 
his  attempt  to  run  an  open  bar. 

It  is  regarded  as  improbable  that  un- 
der any  circumstances  he  will  again  open 
one.  Reiving  upon  this  fact  the  voters 
can  decide  to  keep  the  money  without 
especially  exposing  themselves  to  an- 
other inrush  of  Lowell  drunkards.  They 
may  also  reckon  on  such  complaints  fxr 
maintaining  a  liquor  nuisance  as  would 
drive  a  man  like  Mr.  Lannon  out  of  the 
businejs. 


RELIC   OF   TOLTEC8. 

Rains  of  a  City  BaUt  by  Them  Discovered 

in  Mexico. 

FoKT  Smith,  May  30.— A  strange  dis- 
covery has  been  made  by  a  surveying 
Sarty  of  the  Kansas  City,  El  Paso  & 
lexican  railroad  at  a  point  in  Southern 
New  Mexico  not  very  far  from  Las 
Cruces.  Here,  amid  a  tremendous  lava 
now,  a  veritable  sea  of  obsidian  or  black 
glass,  a  hidden  city  has  been  discovered 
It  IS  probably  of  Toltec  origin,  a  race  of 
people  who  lived  and  died  before  tiie 
New  World  was  thought  of.  The  sur- 
rounding country  is  the  most  desolate 
and  God-forsaken  region  one  can  imagine. 
There  is  no  soil  about  it. 

The  obsidian,  molten  and  black,  at  the 
moment  of  cooling  evidently  became 
agitated,  for  it  now  lies  in  ragged  waves 
and  billows  of  fantastic  shape,  some  of 
the  ridges  from  twelve  to  fourteen  feet 
high,  and  capped  like  the  sea  waves  with 
a  combing  crest  of  greenish  white. 

The  action  of  the  winds  and  elements 
have  literally  burned  some  parts  of  this 
region  into  powdered  dust  At  the 
northern  extremity,  where  the  unknown 
city  lies  partly  u  .icovered,  the  ruins  of 
gigantic  stone  buildings  peep  forth  into 
the  light  of  day.  Some  of  these  build- 
ings are  simply  tremendous.  One, 
which  appears  to  have  been  a  sort  of  am- 
phitheater or  Colosseum,  covers  about 
four_pcrefl^ttmL  was  gagtoinly  eonjti  uuted 
in  a  most  substantial  manner.  Perhaps 
It  was  used  for  bull  fights  or  athletic 
sports,  the  same  as  the  ancient  Romans 
and  Greeks  used  to  delight  in.  In  this 
particular  locality  the  country  is  a  waste 
of  fine  white  lava  ashes,  the  sport  of  the 
winds,  and  just  here  is  how  the  city 
came  to  be  found.  The  whirlwinds  and 
sand  augurs  have  scooped  out  the  dust 
and  thus  exposed  the  city. 

No  legend  or  story  exists  to  show  how 
or  when  it  was  founded,  or  whether  it 
was  abandoned  or  destroyed.  The  lat- 
ter seems  most  likely,  and  probably,  too, 
by  an  earthquake  at  some  remote  period, 
which  threw  lava  and  tire  up.  No  vol- 
cano is  known  to  exist  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. The  spot  is  forty  miles  from 
water,  and  out  of  the  line  of  travel.  The 
Pueblo  Indians  can  tell  nothing  of  this 
lost  city.    They  call  it  Gran  Guivera."

A  Machine  to  Mine  Coal    at    a    Saving:    of 
Time  and  Money. 

Phillipsbuko,  Pa.,  May  30.— After  re- 
peated experiments,  extended  over  a 
number  of  years  and  attended  by  large 
expenditure,  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  electricity  can  be  used  to  operate  a 
machine  for  mining  coal;  that  there  is 
to  be  a  revolution  in  this  important 
branch  of  industry  that  will  reduce  the 
cost  of  mining  and  the  number  of  miners, 
but  at  the  same  time  enable  the  men 
who  direct  the  electrical  coal  digger  to 
make  much  larger  wages  than  their  fel- 
lows who  mine  with  the  pick. 

The  electrical  plant  consists,  first  of 
automatic  engine.  To  the  engine  is 
belted  a  generator.  From  the  genera- 
tor the  wires  are  run  through  the  mine 
to  the  coal  cutter,  located  about  a  mile 
from  the  mouth.  This  machine  is  oper- 
ated by  a  very  small  motor,  which  is 
built  in  the  machine. 

The  machine  consists  of  an  iron  frame 
24  inches  high,  8  feet  6  inches  long  and 
36  inches  wide.  Below  are  nine  augar 
shape  drills,  similar  to  those  low  usod 
in  mining.  Between  each  drill  is  a  steel 
cutter  bar,  which  cuts  all  coal  left  be- 
tween the  holes  drilled  by  the  augers. 
Under  and  hanging  to  the  cutter  bars 
are  several  rows  of  scrapers,  which  hang 
loosely,  and  pull  all  the  coal  back  as  fast 
as  it  is  cut  or  drilled,  thus  keeping  it 
out  of  the  way  and  making  the  opening 
clear.  All  the  coal  taken  out  is  coarse, 
and  none  is  wasted. 

The  Height  of  the  cut  is  about  four 
inches.  'The  machine  can  make  two 
cuts  three  feet  wide  and  five  feet  deep 
in  five  minutes,  as  it  is  easily  handled 
and  only  needs  to  be  shoved  along  the 
breast  by  the  aid  of  a  couple  of  bars. 
The  machine  can  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
cut  any  part  of  the  vein,  sulphur,  bony, 
slate  or  any  other  hard  substances. 

The  inventors  claim  that  the  use  of 
this  machine  will  operate  to  the  benefit 
of,  and  not  to  the  detriment  of  miners, 
in  that  more  coal  will  be  taken  out  in  a 
given  length  of  time;  that  it  will  be 
taken  out  in  much  better  shape;  that 
little  if  any  skill  is  necessary  to  operate 
the  machine,  and  that  its  use  must  tend 
to  elevate  the  avocation  of  the  miner.

He  Pleaded  Guilty  of  Arson  Just  to  Spite 
Hl8  Sweetheart. 

Harrisburg,  May  30.— Last  fall  a  man 
who  gave  his  name  as  Nicholas  Parel 
pleaded  guilty  in  the  Juniata  county 
couit  to  having  destroyed  two  barns  by 
setting  fire  to  them.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  board  of  pardons  last  week  it  had 
under  consideration  an  application  for 
the  pardon  of  the  prisoner  on  the  ground 
that  his  plea  of  guilty  was  untrue.  The 
board  held  the  case  under  advisement 
and  the  man  has  since  died  in  the  peni- 
tentiary, to  which  he  had  been  sentenced 
for  ten  years  and  six  months. 

A  painfully  interesting  story  is  told  of 
the  BO  called  Parel,  whose  real  name  was 
Herman  Fitzgerald.  Last  spring,  a  few 
months  after  he  landed  in  this  country, 
he  obtained  employment  with  a  farmer 
in  Perry  county  and  soon  after  became 
enamoured  of  a  servant  He  was  sub- 
jected to  much  derision  by  some  of  the 
men  in  the  nighborhood  and  a  tight  re- 
sulted, in  which  Fitzgerald  was  badly 
worsted.  Soon  afterward  a  barn  was 
burned  in  the  vicinity  and  a  young  man 
was  convicted  as  an  accessory  to  the 
crime  of  arson  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  jail. 

The  burning  of  the  building  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  destruction  of  two  barns  in 
Juniata  county,  about  eighteen  miles 
from  tht'  farm  on  which  the  foreigner 
was  employed.  The  treatment  which  he 
had  received  made  him  desperate,  and 
to  spite  the  girl  who  had  failed  to  recip- 
rocate his  atfections  he  appeared  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Juniata  county 
and  under  oath  admitted  that  he  had  set 
tire  to  the  destroyed  barns.  He  expected 
a  sentence  of  six  months,  but  instead  the 
court  sentenced  him  to  ten  years  and  six 
months  and  the  prisoner  began  to  regret 
his  mad  course. 

While  in  prison  evidence  was  collected 
to  show  that  he  did  not  commit  the 
crime  which  he  had  confessed.  Only 
three  days  elapsed  between  the  burning 
of  the  two  barns  and  yet  Fitzgerald  said 
that  he  set  tire  to  the  second  six  weeks 
after  he  burned  the  first.  At  the  time 
the  barns  were  burned  in  Juniata  county 
Fitzgerald  was  assisting  at  a  harvest 
home  festival  in  Perry  county,  and  was 
seen  in  the  vicinity  every  day  during 
the  week. 

The  prisoner  would  have  been  released 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  of 
pardons,  as  his  innocence  had  been 
clearly  established.

A   ROMANCE,    INDEED. 

The  Surprising  Sequel  to  a  Village  Elope- 
ment Ten  Vears  After. 
Bath,  May  30.— The    little    vUlage  of 
Wynkoopviile,  Lawrence  county,  has   a 
sensation  that  is  unique  in  its  way.    Ten 
years  ago  the  wife  of  George  Axmiller,  a 
carpenter  of    Wynkoopviile,    ran    away 
with   a  young    lawyer    named     Samuel 
Graves,  the  son  of  a    prominent    citizen 
of  the   county.    The    runaway  woman 
was  only  17  years   of  age,  and    had  been 
married  to  Axmiller    less  than    a   year. 
She  was  remaikably  handsome,  but  of 
an  illiterate  family.    Axmiller    was   an 
industrious  young  man,  well  thought  of. 
He  spent  all  the  money  he  could  raise  to 
lind  his  wife,  of  whom  he    was    passion- 
ately fond,  but  no  trace  of  the  runaways 
was   ever    discovered.     Young    Graves' 
father        died        within         a         year 
after  the  elopement,  and  left  his    prop- 
erty, valued  at  $75,000,  to  a  distant    rel- 
ative as  his  wife  was  dead  and  the  run- 
away son  was  his   only    child.    The  old 
man,  in  his  will,  disowned  his  son. 

Nothing  was  ever  heard  of  the  elop- 
ing couple.  Axmiller  remained  in  the 
village  and  worked  at  his  trade.  Last 
Sunday  night  a  carriage  stopped  in  front 
of  the  village  postoffioe,  and  a  man  who 
was  in  the  carriage  asked  a  passer  by 
where  George  Axmiller  lived.  The 
house  was  pointed  out  to  the  stranger, 
«?ho  drove  on.  This  was  about  9  o'clock 
at  night  On  Monday  morning,  when 
Axmiller  came  out  of  the  house  where  he 
lived,  he  saw  a  package  on  the  sill.  He 
picked  It  up.  It  was  addressed  to  him. 
He  opened  it  and  found  that  it  was  a 
package  of  bank  notes.  On  the  top  note 
was  a  piece  of  paper  on  which  was  writ- 
ten the  following: 

Amanda  Is  dead.  Five  years  aifo.  Since 
then  I  have  saved  the  enclosed.

Amanda  was  the  name  of  Axmiller's 
runaway  wife.  The  package  contained 
?Su000  in  $100  bills.  No  one  doubts  that 
the  man  who  asked  where  Axmiller  lived 
on  Sunday  night  was  Samuel  Graves. 
He  disappeared  as  suddenly  as  he  ap- 
peared, and  left  no  trace.  No  one  be- 
grudges Axmiller  his  good  fortune.

SioDX  Palls,  May  30.— H.  T.  Mannix 
of  Sioux  Falls  and  Harvey  BlooB  of 
Aberdeen,  were  today  indicted  for  system- 
atically robbing  the  Western  Union.

TO    FIGHT   THE    STANDARD. 

A  Company  Formed  in  Ohio  to  Oppose  the 
Oil  Octopus. 

Li,MA,  May  30.— One  of  the  most  for- 
midable companies  that  has  been  or- 
ganized in  this  field  in  opposition  to  the 
Standard  Oil  company  has  been  per- 
fected here.  The  name  of  the  new  con- 
cern is  the  Manhattan  Oil  company,  the 
capital  stock  of  which  is  $2,000,000.  The 
company  was  organized  by  Mr.  George 
Barnes,  general  manager  of  the  Lima 
Oil  company,  which  was  lately  bought 
out  by  the  Standard  company. 

The  Lima  Oil  company  was  one  of  the 
largest  independent  concecns  in  the 
field,  and  the  Standard  got  away  with  a 
very  troublesome  rival  when  it  bought 
the  company  out  This  was  the  com- 
pany of  which  Mr.  Dudley  Farlin  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  was  the  president  The 
Manhattan  company  owns  over  a  thou- 
sand acres  of  good  territory  and  has 
contracted  for  500  tank-line  cars.

REMAINS  OF  A  MASTODON.

A  Monster  Unearthed  in  Canada;  Teeth  Six 
Inches  Long. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  May  30.— Highgate  is 
in  a  state  of  excitement  over  the  dis- 
covery of  the  bones  of  some  extinct 
species  of  a  monstrous  animal.  In  dig- 
ging a  ditch  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  William 
Raycraft  a  couple  of  bones  were  disin- 
terred. A  commercial  man  heard  of  the 
occurrence  and  became  the  possessor  of 
the  ancient  ossifications.  A  few  days 
ago  he  returned  and  paid  Mr.  Raycraft 
$25  for  the  privilege  of  digguig  in  the 
"swale"  where  the  bones  had  been  dis- 
interred. Several  men  set  to  work  on 
Friday  last,  and  before  evening 
they  disinterred  large  bones  to 
the  amount  of  two  wagon  loads. 
Among  these  was  a  large 
jaw-bone,  which  at  the  points  of  articu- 
lation measured  2  feet  2%  inches  across, 
with  six  teeth  in  perfect  preservation  6 
inches  long  and  2^4  inches  across.  The 
shin-bone  was  4  feet  long  and  7  inches  in 
diameter,  a  shoulder  blade  was  as  large 
as  the  top  of  a  No.  9  stove.  A  number 
of  ribs  were  found  varying  from  4  feet  6 
inches  to  6  feet  8  inches  in  length. 

The  monster  to  whom  this  framework 
belonged  was  herbivorous  and  must  have 
stood  over  twenty  feet  high.  As  the 
backbone  has  not  been  discovered,  its 
length  is  unknown,  but  it  had  a  com- 
paratively short  neck.  When  Mr.  Ray- 
craft saw  the  find  he  wanted  to  know- 
how  much  the  lucky  finder  would  take 
to  forego  his  bargain,  but  the  answer 
was  that  $.3000  couldn't  do  it.

The  City  is  Gay  With  Bunting 

and  Beauty;  A  Gala 

Day. 


Clevel-wd,  May  3i).— The  monument 
erected  by  a  grateful  country  to  the 
memory  of  the  martyred  President, 
Jamee  A.  Gardeld,  was  formally  unveiled 
today  in  the  presence  of  an  immense 
throng.  Prior  to  the  exercioee  at  Lake 
View  cemetery  there  was  a  parade,  in 
which  Grand  Army  posts  from  all  over 
the  state,  the  state  Militia,  veterans  of 
the  war  and  uniformed  and  civic  societies 
participated.  The  survivors  of  Garfield's 
old  regiment,  the  Forty-seoond  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantrj-,  hatl  the  right  of 
line.  President  Harrison,  with  ex- Presi- 
dent Hayes  and  Secretary  Blaine^  rode 
in  a  carriage  drawn  by  four  horses. 

The  streets  were  packed  solid  and  the 
buildings  gaily  decorated.  .\l  the  ceme- 
tery ex-President  Hayes  was  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  day.  .\mong  those 
fatheied  upon  the  grand  stand  were 
resilient  Harrison,  Vice-President  Mor- 
ton. Secretaries  Blaine  and  Wmdom, 
Judge  Greeham,  Hon.  Wayne  McVeagh, 
Governor  Campbell  and  staff,  ex-Gover- 
nor Fairchild.  Mrs.  Gardeld  and  her 
children  occupied  a  position  on  the  right 
of  the  chair. 

Ex-president  Hayes,the  president  of  the 
memorial  association,  presided,  and  after 
"America"  had  been  sung  by  the  memor- 
ial chorus,  he  spoke  briefly  as  follows: 

"Fellow  citizens:  James  Abraham 
Garfield,  a  native  of  Ohio,  a  brave  and 
patriotic  Union  soldier,  a  statesman  and 
scholar,  and  president  of  the  United 
States,  having  died  in  the  path  of  duty, 
his  counlrjmen  of  all  the  states  and  ter- 
ritoriee  and  of  the  district  of  Columbia 
— and  especially  his  friends  and 
neighbors  of  the  city  of  Cleveland 
and  of  the  western  reserve — 
aided  by  raany  good  people  in  other 
lands  have  erected  this  memorial  and 
enduring  structure  to  perpetuate  his 
memorj-  to  future  generations.  Upon 
these  ceremonies  the  divine  blessing  will 
be  invoked  by  the  Right  Reverend 
Bishop  Leonard. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Bishop  Leonard's 
prayer,  '  ex  Governor  Jacob  B. 
Cox  of  Cleveland  delivered  the 
oration.  ,\         choir         of         five 

hundred  voices  rendered  the  musical  se- 
lections which   included  the  Hallelujah 
Chorus  from  the  Messiah,  "Oh  Weep  for 
the  Brave;'  'Ve  Sons  of  Columbia;'  *.\mer- 
ica,"^nd  the  Doxology.  The  decorations 
of  the  city  are  both  elaborate  and  artis- 
tic.   Throughout   the  entire  lengths  of 
Euclid  avenue  and  Superior  street,  the 
two  principal    thoroughfares,   hardly  a 
store  building  has  been  neglected,  while 
on  the  side  streets  and  out  to  the  resi- 
dence suburb  the  display  of  festive  tok- 
ens is  very  general.    Tens  of  thousands 
of  flags  flutter  from  windows  and  roofs, 
streamers  depend  from  the  tope  of  eight - 
story   buildings  (dear  to  the  sidewalk, 
and  store  windows  for  blocks  have  had 
their  contents  removed  to  make  way  for 
artistic  devices  appropriate   to  the  day.  | 
Pictures  of    Gen.   Garfield    in   militarj- 
and       civilian      attire,       framed        in 
immortelles,  can  be  counted  by  the  hun- 
dred, whUe  there  are  numerous  counter- 
feit   presentments  of    Harrison,  Morton 
and  Cleveland.    Not    a  few    pictures  of 
Grant  and  Hancock  are  also  displayed. 
The  front  of  one  business  block  has  the 
memorable  inscription    upon    canvas  in 
letters    nearly    two    feet    high;       "God 
Reigns  and    the  Government    at  Wash- 
ington Still  Lives."    Some    of   the    em- 
blems of  the   last  presidential  campaign 
bave  also  been  reauriected,and  here  and 
there  visitors  are  reminded  that  the  bat- 
tie  cries  of    "Tippecanoe    and    Harrison 
Too,"  and  also  "Protection  to  -\merican 
Icdustries,'"  have  not  been  forgotten. 

The  idea  of  the  mooument  unveiled 
today  originated  with  a  meeting  of 
prominent  citiiiens  held  in  Cleveland  on 
Sept.  21M881,  the  day  following  Presi- 
dent Garfield's  death.  .\n  address  waa 
issued  to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
and  the  response  was  generous.  Contri- 
butions to  a  toUl  of  ai34,000  came  in 
from  every  state  and  territory  in  the 
Union.  Ohio  led  the  list  with  ^90,000, 
of  which  e7.:,000  was  contributed  by  the 
citizens  of  Cleveland.  The  fund  was  in- 
CTeased  to  ^1.50,UX)  by  the  interest  paid 
by  the  banks  on  the  deposits,  and  in 
1882,  the  Garfield  Memorial  National  as- 
sociation waa  incorporated  by  ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes,  Senator  H.  B.  Payne,  ex- 
Congressman  Charles  Foster,  John  D. 
Rockefeller  and  several  others. 

Prizes  ranging  from  $1000  to  «5000 
were  offered  for  the  best  design  for  a 
monument,  and  of  the  fifty  artists  and 
architects  that  responded,  George  Keller 
of  Hartford,  Conn.,  secured  the  first 
pnze. 

The  memorial  stands  on  the  most 
prominent  spot  in  the  cemetery,  and  can 
be  seen  from  all  directions  for  manv 
miles.  Projecting  at  the  base  of  the 
tower  on  the  north  is  a  square  porch 
containing  the  reception  room  for  visitors 
and  the  office  of  the  custodian.  The 
iippei  part  of  this  porch  is  decorated 
with  a  historical  frieze  divided  into  five 
sections,  which  represent  the  ex  Preei- 
teacher,    soldier,   statesman,

One  of  the  panels,  which  represents 
Cren.  Gartield  taking  the  presi.lentiai 
oatn  of  office,  contains  portraits  of  ex- 
President  Hayes,  Vice-President  .\rthur, 
Generals  Sherman  aad  Logan,  James  G. 
Blaine,  Chief  Justice  Waile,  Hon.  Wm. 
M.  Evarts  and  Carl  Schurz. 

Entering  through  a  wide  and  richly 
decorated  memorial,  and  passing  through 
a  stone-vaulted  vestibule,  with  a  marble 
mosaic  pavement,  the  interior  of  the 
memorial  temple  is  reachtd.  It  is  circu- 
lar in  form,  and  in  the  center,  on  a 
marble  paved  dais,  is  a  pedestal  of 
Italian  marble,  on  which  stands  the 
statue  proper,  it  is  of  heroic  size  and 
represents  Gen.  Garfield  about  to  address 
the  house  of  representatives. 

The  statue  was  designed  by  Alexander 
Doyle,  an  olu  Ohio  boy,  now  residing  in 
New  York,  and  including  the  chair  from 
which  the  orator  is  supposed  to  have 
arisen,  is  carved  from  one  massive  block 
of  marble.  The  height  of  the  figure  is 
7  feet  9  inches,  and  the  likeness  is  a 
striking  one. 

Arranged  in  a  circle  around  the  statue 
are  eight  massive  columns  of  deep 
colored  granite,  supporting  a  dome  22 
feet  in  diameter  and  above  is  a  rich  freize 
of  marble  mosaic,  presenting  an  alle- 
gorical procession  of  the  dead  president. 
Over  the  entrance  door  to  the  outer 
chamber,  on  the  inside,  are  figures  of 
war,  fully  armed,  and  of  Peace,  bearing 
the  ohve  branch,  typical  of  Garfield's 
servitjes  in  camp  and  court.  Beneath 
the  figures  is  the  inscription:  "Erected 
by  a  grateful  country  in  memory  of 
James  A.  Garfield,  twentieth  President 
of  the  United  States  of  .\merica,  scholar, 
soldier,  statesman,  patriot.  Bom  Nov' 
19, 1831;  died  Sept  19, 1881."

Our  Bold  Soldier  Itoys. 

It  is  not  altogether  unpleasant  to  ob- 
serve from  the  report  of  the  adjutant 
general  that  the  United  States,  in  case 
of  war,  could  put  into  the  field  a  force  of 
nearly  7,500,000  men.  Of  actual  enlist- 
ments in  the  armies  of  both  sides  in  the 
late  war  there  were  not  far  from  2,600.- 
000. 

The    army    of     disciplined     national 
guards  is  not  large,  in  spite    of    the    en- 
couragement given  to  it  by    both    state 
and  national  governments  of  late  years. 
It  numbers  only  103,292  men    and    8052 
officers,  a  little  body  with    a    big    head. 
The  great    Northwest    and    the    grand 
Mississippi  Valley  would  furnish  a  great 
portion  of  our  soldiers  in    the    event    of 
another  war,  and  the    great    Burlington 
System,  situated  in  the    very    heart   of 
the   continent,  would    be    the     natural 
means  of  movement   for   the   army.    If 
our    Eastern   seaboard    were   attacked, 
"The    Burlington"    would     carry     "the 
boys"    from    North    Dakota,    Montana, 
Washington,    Oregon,    Minnesota    and 
Wisconsin,  over  its  own    line    from    St.

A  tinal  act  in  the  cwlebrated  real  es- 
tate for^;ery  caawe  m  which  Leonard 
I'arCfilo.  t-ierhard  Thaden  and  J.  B.  Tall 
ptajed  a  conspicuoaB  part,  and  each  of 
wtioiu  was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted 
tor  the  crime  of  forgery,  waa  consuni 
taated  yesterday  at  6t.  Paul  when  Ger- 
hard Tnaden  was  arraigned  before 
J  udgee  Bnil  and  Wilkin  to  receive  bis 
seateace.  Far  better  would  it  have  been 
for  hiui  had  he  accepted  the  verdict  ren- 
dered by  the  jury  that  found  hioi  guiity, 
rather  than  appealed  the  caae  to  tbe 
higaer  court.  iUe  uistory  of  the  fraud- 
ulent real  estate  traubactions  both  at 
8t.  Paul  and  Duluth,  in  which  Thayden, 
Pariello  ana  Joe  i'all  of  Duluth,  were 
iniphcaled,  ifl  well  known.  After  the 
three  were  found  guilty  of  the  St.  Paul 
frauds,  Uiey  appealed  to  the  supreme 
court  and  tnat  body  recently  atlirmed 
the  decision  of  the  lower  courts. 

When  asked  if  he  had  anything  to  say 
why  sentence  should  not  be  pronounced 
upon  him,  Thaden  said:  "I  have  very 
little  to  say.  1  was  led  into  those  deals 
by  others  and  did  not  think  or  know  that 
I  had  done  anything  wrong.  Tall  knew 
more  auout  the  atfair  than  any  of  us  and 
I  was  led  into  it  by  him." 

Judge  Brill  then  sentenced  the  pris- 
oner to  eigut  years  at  hard  labor  in  the 
SlLiiwaler  penitentiary.  Judge  Wilkin 
then  gave  Thaden  an  additional  term  of 
two  years,  to  commence  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  eight-year  term,  for  obtain- 
ing money  under  false  pretenses. 

With  a  uontidence  almost  approaching 
the  bravado  style,  J.  B'  Tall,  of  Duluth. 
the  recognized  leader  and  the  oldest 
member  of  the  trio,  came  into  court  to 
receive  sentence.  iJe  has  been  prepar- 
ing for  Stillwater  and  showed  a  letter 
from  a  priijoner  in  which  the  latter  gave 
some  iufortuation  regarding  prison  life. 
Tali  said  he  would  endeavor  to  obtain 
a  clerical  position  in  the  otIic«,  but  he  has 
probably  done  ail  of  the  ottice  work  that 
will  be  required  of  him  for  eight  years  at 
least.  Tall  was  given  an  opportunity  to 
say  something  about  his  case.  He  said 
that  he  hoped  his  sentence  would  be 
light,  not  ao  much  on  his  oven  account 
as  that  of  his  aged  mother.  Ue  also 
stated  that,  could  the  evidence  of  two 
witnesses  have  been  secured,  one  of 
whom  was  a  fugitive  from  justice,  he 
would  have  proved  himself  innocent. 
J  udge  Kerr  then  pronounced  sentence, 
and  said:  "I  am  not  unmindful  of  the 
fact  that  your  sentence  will  cause  inno- 
cent persons  to  sutfer,  but  I  must  do  my 
duty.  Th«»  crime  ot  which  you  were  con- 
victe<l  of    the    most    deep-laid 

consi'i  at  has  ever    been    known 

in  the  criUitiial  annals  of  the  state."  He 
then  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  eight 
years'  hard  labor  at  the  state  prison.

William  H.  Wolf  has  purchased  the  in- 
terest of  Thomas  Davidson  in  the  Mil- 
waukee firm  of  Wolf  &,  Davidson,  the 
shipyard  and  drydock  owners,  and  will' 
at  once  incorporate  a  company,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  iJ250,00(.>,  to  conduct  the 
business.  Mr.  Wolf  and  Theodore  Law- 
rence established  the  business  in  1858, 
but  in  180:^  they  sold  out  to  the  firm  of 
Ellsworth  &  Davidson.  Five  years  later 
Lemuel  Ellsworth  retired  from  the  firm, 
and  Mr.  Wolf  again  went  into  the  busi- 
ness as  Mr.  Davidson's  partner,  the  firm 
being  Wolf  &.  Davidson.  They  have  con- 
tinutMl  in  partnership  ever  since,  and  un- 
der their  management  the  shipyard  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  best  on  the  lakes. 
Mr.  Davidson  is  a  native  of  Scotland, 
and  came  to  Milwaukee  in  1855.  Mr. 
Wolf  was  born  in  Germany,  but  has  lived 
in  .America  since  1849.  The  corporation 
will  be  known  as  the  Wolf  it  Davidson 
Shipyard  Company.  The  capital  stock 
will  be  divided  into  10,000  shares  of  #25 
each.  Some  of  the  old  employes  will  be- 
come shareholders.  The  change  will 
take  place  June  1. 

Congressman  Wheeler  of  Bay  City  is 
considering  the  advisability  of  putting 
in  a  bid  for  the  construction  of  an  800- 
ton  man-of-war,  which  the  navy  depart- 
ment wants  to  build  for  a  practice 
vessel,  and  for  which  congress  has  ap- 
propriated i?3!0,00i.>.

No  war  vessel  has  been 
built  on  the  lakes  since  1812,  and  if  he 
carries  out  the  contract  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  department  it  may  be  the  be- 
ginning of  a  new  era  m  shipbuilding  on 
the  lakes.   

CLIMBING    JUNGFRAU. 


The  Swiss  Authorities  Comtent  to  a    Moun- 
tain Railroad. 

LoNDO,  May  30.— The  application 
made  last  fall  to  the  Swiss  federal  coun- 
cil by  M.  Koechlin,  the  assistant  of  M. 
Eiffel  in  the  erection  of  the  Eiffel  tower, 
for  authority  to  construct  a  railway  to 
the  summit  of  the  Jungfrau  mountain 
in  the  Swiss  .\lps  has  finally  been  acted 
upon.  The  idea  of  constructing  such  a 
railway  has  long  been  a  subject  of  spas- 
modic consideration  by  the  Swiss  au- 
thorities and  there  were  several  appli- 
cants for  the  position  of  chief  con- 
structor and  controller  of  the  undertak- 
ing besides  M.  Koechlin. 

Although  some  eight  months  have 
elapsed  since  the  application  was  made, 
the  decision  of  the  council  was  reached 
in  about  as  short  a  time  as  Swiaa  official 
conclusions  are  usually  arrived  at  The 
summit  of  the  Jungfrau  mountain  being 
upwards  of  13,500  feet  above  the  start- 
ing point  of  the  proposed  railway,  it  may 
be  seen  that  the  venture  is  beset  with 
difficulties  from  the  very  beginning  of 
the  work. 

The  Oraphophone  i*rju;tical. 

CniCAiK),  May  .10. — A  convention  has 
been  held  in  this  city  of  representatives 
of  all  phonograph  and  graphophone  com- 
panies in  the  country.  .An  interesting 
fact  in  connection  with  the  convention 
was  that  its  proceedings  were  reported, 
not  by  shorthand,  as  is  ordinarily  done, 
but  by  means  of  a  graphophone.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Smith,  of  Washington,  was  selected 
to  do  the  work.  He  worked  with  two 
grapbophones.  an  attendant  being  at 
hand  to  change  the  cylinders  as  often  as 
required.  Mr.  Smith  repeateil  into  the 
receivers  the  words  spoken  on  the  Hoor. 
When  the  cylinder  of  one  graphophone 
was  filled,  he  took  up  the  leceiving  tube 
of  the  other  and  went  on  with  that. 
Mr.  Smith  and  stenographers  with  whom 
he  is  associated  consider  this  mode  of  re- 
porting entirely  practicable.

Wa-shinoton,  May  31.— Firet  ^VaeiBtant 
Poatmaater-General  Clarkeon  will  leave 
Washiogton  tomorrow  for  an  extended 
oflicial  tour  of  the  far  West.  He  will  at 
once  proceed  to  Seattle,  Waah.,  and  from 
that  point  diver^finjf  tours  will  be  made 
through  Waahiajfton  and  Oregon. 
Later  he  will  visit  San  Francisco  and 
the  other  leading  citiea.  and  towns  of 
California.  The  prime  object  of  this 
tour  is  to  obtain  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  postal  routes  of  the  Pacific  slope. 

Mr.  Clarkson  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  far  West  is  entitled  to  better  facili- 
tias,  and  he  believes  that  a  Western 
man  who  is  acquainted  with  the  pecul- 
iarities and  rapidity  of  Western  develop- 
ment is  best  adapted  to  judge  of  its 
needs.

Chicago,  May  31.— On  the  complaint

This  course  is  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  demonstrating  that  gamb-' 
ling  is  going  on  in  the  city  in  spite  of 
the  claim  made  by  the  city  administra- 
tion that,  in  obediedce,  the  police  have 
closed  all  of  the   gambling    houses.

A  Trio  of  Thieves  aiid  Worse;  ManySmall 
Robberies. 
James  Moore  and  John  Flaherty,  two 
of  the  three  men  who  were  arrested 
Thursday  night  for  attempting  to  pass 
counterfeit  money  at  the  Rising  Sun 
hotel,  are  now  charged  with  a  more  seri- 
ous crime  and  they  will  probably  secure 
a  deserved  punishment  m  the  shape  of 
several  years'  sojourn  in  the  Wisconsin 
state  prison  at  Waupun.  Yesterday 
afternoon  they  were  identified  as  the 
men  who  committed  a  heinous  crime  at 
the  home  of  Jacob  Currie,  an  employe 
of  the  Lehigh  Coal  company  at  West 
Superior,  Wednesday  night. 

According  to  the  story  of  Mr.  Currie, 
the  men  came  to  his  house  about  mid- 
night. Flaherty  covered  Currie  with  a 
revolver  while  Moore  went 

through         the         house,         securing 
only  a  small         amount  of 

money.  He  then  asked  Flaherty  if  he 
had  his  man  "asleep"  and  when  the  lat- 
ter replied  in  the  affirmative,  Moore  said 
"all  right,  I  guess  I  will  go  and  see  the 
girls,"  referring  to  Mrs.  Currie  and  her 
mother  who  were  asleep  in  an  adjoining 
room.  He  went  into  the  room  and  at  the 
point  of  a  murderous  looking  butcher 
knife,  wnich  he  held  to  Mrs.  Currie's 
head,  compelled  her  to  remain  quiet 
while  he  cruelly  outraged  her.  Currie 
had  no  difficulty  in  identifying  the  two 
men,  as  Flalierty  was  wearing  a  coat 
which  was  stolen  from  his  house  by  the 
two  men. 

Of  course,  the  men  deny  the  charge, 
and  refuse  to  return  to  Wisconsin  with- 
out requisition  papers.  The  sheriff 
of  Douglas  county  was  in  the 
city  this  morning,  and  left 
for  Madison  to  secure  the  necessary 
papers  for  their  transfer.  The  charge 
against  them  m  Duluth  is  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretenses.  They 
could  not  be  charged  with  passing 
counterfeit  money  as  the  piece  used  did 
not  purport  to  be  United  States  money. 
They  were  a  tough  trio  and  the  police 
were  fortunate  in  securing  them.'  On 
Thursday  they  called  at  Folkert's  store 
on  Lake  avenue  and  ordered  a  quantity 
of  goods  sent  to  "John  Brown,  No.  222 
East  Superior  street,"  saying  that  they 
were  going  to  start  a  restaurant  at  that 
place.  .\b  there  is  no  building  at  this 
number,  their  intention  was  to  survey 
the  premises  and  see  how  much  of  the 
stock  they  could  carry  away. 

Several  other  oases  of  petty  thieving 
have  been  laid  at  their  door.  A  few 
nights  ago  the  residence  of  Myers  Bros., 
on  Seventh  avenue  west  was  burglarized 
and  several  suits  of  clothes  stolen.  They 
are  supposed  to  have  been  the  thieves, 
but  the  police  have  been  unable,  as  yet 
to  discover  the  clothing.  Moore,  al- 
though young,  is  a  good  thief  and  a  dan- 
gerous man  to  be  at  large.  His  pals  are 
older,  and  while  not  so  desperate  are 
from  appearances  none  the  lees  har- 
dened criminals. 


The  Car  Company  Will    Wait  Till  Eastera 
Matters  are  Settled ;  Notes. 

The  Minnesota  Iron  Car  company 
temporarily  closed  its  shops  this  after- 
noon. A  reporter  called  upon  Mr.  An- 
derson, president  of  the  company,  and 
obtained  the  following  information  from 
him:  In  consequence  of  the  delay  of 
the  committee  of  creditors  of  the  Iron 
Car  company  of  New  York  in  making 
their  report  upon  which  the  proposed 
reorganization  of  that  company  will  be 
based.  The  Minnesota  Iron  Car  com- 
pany, which  has  been  building  rolling 
stock  exclusively  for  the  New  York  com 
pany,  has  decided,  in  view  of  all  the 
oircumsiances,  that  it  will  be 
better  to  discontinue  manufac- 
turing the  cars  until  a  spe- 
'Cihc  understanding  as  to  their  delivery 
can  be  arrived  at.  This  cannot  be  done 
until  tne  e.\pected  reorganization  takes 
place.  The  Minnesota  company  has, 
therefore,  determined  to  suspend  opera- 
tions until  such  reorganization  is  ac- 
oomplished,  and  in  the  event  that  this 
does  not  take  place  within  a  reasonably 
short  period  it  will  so  arrange  matters 
as  to  be  enabled  to  resume  operations  on 
an  independent  basis."

Letters  from  N'ew  Orleans  ^ve  graphic 
pictures  of  the  struggle  the  aelf -respect- 
ing    portion      of    Louisiana's      people

,  resources      of       the       Lottery     com- 
pany.    The      company     is      said     to 
be  reikdy  to  expend    ^12,tXX),000    in    oor- 
ruptioC.    It  oontrolls  all    New    Orleans 
papers  except  The  New    Delta,  recently 
eetab^iahed    by  the  .\nti-Lottery  league. 
When    iTOTemor    Nicholls     issued   his 
message,  taking  a  tirm  stand  against  re- 
newing the  company's  charter,  the  com- 
pany raised  its  previous  offer  to  pay  the 
stote  :$5iJO,O0O    a  year    to    11,000,000.     It 
also  ofers  to    build  a  free    public    bath 
and  a  magnidcent  hotel;  one  of  its  man- 
agers has  already  built  a  sugar  factory, 
and  tlie  company  talks  about  paving  and 
draining  the  city,  paying  the  state  debt, 
buildiQg  the    levees,  and.  say  the  corre- 
spondents, '*in  fact,  we  have  only  to  ask 
to  rec«»iTe,  which  will  give  you  an  idea  of 
what  tin  enormous  revenue  it  haa" 

The  o.>mpany  Uas  purchased  or  other- 
wise stjcu  red  the  control  of  sixty  mem- 
bars  of  the  legislature,  but  to  carry  its 
measure  orer  the  governor's  veto  it 
needs  seventy.  One  correspondent  says 
there  tim  thirty-eight  members  "whom 
no  money  can  buy,  no  specious 
pretext  of  public  interest  cause 
to  waver."  The  house  of  repre- 
sentatives consists  of  107  members, 
and  therefore  if  the  Spartan  band  holds 
out  with  tidelity  a  renewal  of  the  charter 
cannot  be  secured.

is  prouu,  writee  an  interesting  and  valu- 
able letter  as  follows  on  a  late  editorial 
parHtfraph  in  this  paper,  which  has  been 
somewhut  misunderstooi),  and  which, 
possibly,  did  not  convey  exactly  tlae  im- 
pression the  writer  intended  it  should. 
i'he  communication  below  also  gives  the 
first  list  e^■e^  published  of  partly  devel- 
oped properties  on  the  big  ranges,  prop- 
erties that  may  be  called  "mines."  It  is 
as  follows: 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  article  on  your  editorial  page  of 
the  'Jt>th  was  scarcely  a  fair  one,  viewed 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  many  readers 
of  your  paper  who  are  interested  in  iron 
lands.  The  Herald  has  claimed,  and 
justly  9o,  to  be  a  representative  iron 
paper,  but  in  this  article  an  injustice  has 
been  done  the  range  and  the  dealers  in 
iron  lanils.  Vour  quotation  from  an  in- 
terview with  Major  Pickands,  a  leading 
member  of  the  Minnesota  Iron  company, 
was,  to  draw  it  mild,  misleading  as  to 
facts,  although  bearing  on  its  face  a 
correct  status  in  some  particulars  I 
quote:  *'Maj.  Pickands  is  right,  the  habit 
of  untrue  booming  is  nowhere  more 
reprehensible  or  fraught  with  more  un- 
favorable consequences  than  in  connec- 
tion with  iron  properties.  The  Herald 
has  known  of  many  cases  where  Bastern 
investors  wanting  iron  properties  have 
gone  away  disconsolate  because  unde- 
veloped properties  were  valued  as  high 
as  mines  ought  to  be.  One  example  of 
this  kind  of  thing  occurred  last  week." 

As  to  the  first,  there  is  no  boom  on 
the  range,  nor  never  has  been.  As  to 
the  second  —there  are  innumerable  cases 
m  the  City  of  Duluth  and  West  Super- 
ior where  property  has  been  grossly  mis- 
representetl  as  to  value  and  no  doubt 
there  are  individual  cases  like  it  on  the 
iron  range — so  that  goes  for  nothing. 
As  to  the  third  clause  of  your  article — ^if 
there  were  any  legitimate  eastern  capi- 
talists here  last  week  seeking  invest- 
ments, they  must  have  "hid  their  light 
under  a  bushel"  or  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  some  "land  shark"  as  an  inquiry 
among  all  the  reputable  dealers  in  iron 
lands  in  the  city  has  failed  to  find  any 
such  buyers,  and  yet  they  may  have  been 
here. 

I  quote  again  from  The  Herald  and 
Major  Pickands:  "The  fact  is  that  ae 
matters  now  stand  there  are  not  today, 
outside  of  the  Minnesota  and  Chandler 
over  half  a  dozen  properties  on  both  the 
Vermilion  and  East  and  West  Mesabi, 
that  can  be  positively  pronounced  great 
mines,  i^we  thank  you  for  the  six)  though 
there  are  scores  of  undevelopted  and 
partly  developed  workings  that  are  sure 
enough  to  warrant  large  expenditures  in 
removing  the  last  vestige  of  doubt." 

The  sugar  of  the  latter  part  of  this 
quotation  is  hardly  difficult  to  extract 
the  acid  of  misrepresentation  of  the  first 
of  it.  Liet  us  see  if  we  cannot  find  more 
tiian  a  "half  dozen  properties."  As  to 
the  Eaton  jk  Merritt  claim — 
about  which         the         Minnesota 

Iron  company  are  spending  untold 
thousands  to  secure  by  hook  or  crook, 
we  can  surely  count  it  as  one,  the  Pio- 
neer as  the  second,  the  Zenith  as  a  third, 
the  Hyde  as  a  fourth,  and  the  Macdonald 
as  a  good  fifth.  The  Anderson  will  be 
surely  a  sixth,  the  Camp  adjoining  a 
seventh,  while  the  James  makes  a  sure 
eighth.  Number  "20,"  owned  by  A.  M. 
Miller  et  al.,  covers  the  nine  spot,  while 
Xo.  "25"  adjoining  will  fill  out  the  ten. 
Both  Prof.  U'inchell  and  John  Birkin 
bine,  Es<i.,  concede  one  lai-ge  mine  to 
the  Consolidated  Vermilion  which  makes 
eleven  and  the  Shannon  in  (S^13  is  the 
twelfth,  the  Chippewa  Iron  Co.  on  see. 
lU-t?2-14  makes  thirteen,  and  near  it  on 
sec.  10  Moore  Jc  Co.,  who  have  a  large 
crew  at  work,  can  certainly  from  their 
present  showing  claim  the  position  of 
fourteen,  with  the  Krelwitz  on  sec.  19  as 
fifteen.  The  Macomber  comes  next  with 
her  iO  feet  of  clean  ore  as  shown  by  the 
diamond  drill,  and  can  any  one  dispute 
the  finding  of  pay  ore  by  Hibbing  in  03- 
11,  or  the  value  of  the  Sullivan  in  the 
same  town,  or  H.  H.  Bell  &  Co.'s,  or  the 
Graff  &  Frisbee  and  the  Copeland  in  63-9 
that  Prof.  Winchell  places  beyond  a 
doubt. 

When  on  the  Mesabi,  the  first  we  come 
to  is  the  Malman.  Can  Maj.  Pickands 
or  any  other  iron  man  dispute  Capt. 
Mai  man's  claim  of  having  ore  in  paying 
quantities,  or  the  Geggie  mine — or  the 
developments  of  the  Mountain  Range 
Iron  company  on  the  Lernier  in  59- 18 
and  the  Helmer  and  the  Burnett  in  58- 
18?  I  might  refer  to  several  other  prop- 
erties that  are  showing  well,  but  mention 
the  above  twenty-five  merely  as  they 
have  occurred  to  my  mind,  and  aboat 
which  there  can  be  no  difference  of 
opinion  by  any  fair-minded  expert  who 
will  examine  them.  But  these  properties 
are  not  fully  developed!  Maj.  Pickands 
may  say,  that's  true,  and  we  do  not  claim 
they  are  or  can  or  will  ship  ore  without 
a  further  outlay  of  money,  but  what  we 
do  claim  is  this — they  are  more  than  mere 
"prospects,"  as  your  article  on  the  inter- 
view inferred,  and  we  deny  most  em- 
phatically that  there  are  only  "a  half 
dozen  properties  on  both  the  Vermilion 
and  east  and  west  Mesaoi  that  can  be 
pronounced  great  mines,  etc.,  or  that 
there  is  a  boom  on  the  range,  or 
so  far  as  we  can  see  or  learn 
even  an  attempt  to  get  a  boom, 
nor  do  our  properties  on  either  range 
need  a  boom,  as  they  are  so  far  developed 
as  to  show  for  themselves,  and,  like 
Banquo's  ghost,  will  not  down  at  the 
bidding  of  our  octopus  iron  company  or 
any  of  its  agents. 

And  now  as  to  prices  of  properties  on 
the  ranges,  which  seems  to  have  troubled 
your  midnight  dreama  A  fully  devel- 
oped mine  on  either  range  would  be 
worth  from  $500,000  (a  very  low  estimate) 
to  #2,000,000  and  upwards.  Has  any 
such  price  been  asked  for  any  of  the 
above-mentioned  properties'/  Surely 
not.  Did  the  Chippewa  Iron  company 
pay  Koucheieau  any  such  price  for  his 
claim  even  after  it  was  known  to  be  a 
sure  iron  property?  On  the  contrary, 
lees  thao  $(30,000  secured  it.  Again,  in 
the  .\nder8on,  now  conceded  by  all  to  be 
a  mine,  even  after  it  was  developed  be- 
yond a  reasonable  doubt  an  undivided 
one-haif  interest  was  sold  at  the  rate 
of  $2«;),uoO  and  fifteen  cents  a  ton  royalty 
to  the  other  half  or  say  thirty  cents  a 
ton  for  the  whole.  Is  this  unreasonabU 
or  calculated  to  drive  "eastern  capital- 
ists" out  of  the  country?  In  closing  I 
assert  without  fear  of  successful  contra- 
diction, first,  that  good  first-class  iron 
lands  are  not  as  a  rule  being  held  at  high 
prices  and  second  that  there  never  has 
been  a  time  when  capital  could  so  safely 
be  invested  for  sure  returns  and  large 
profits  as  at  the  present  time  on  the  Ver- 
milion or  Mesabi  ranges.

He  is  to 
make  an  expert  examination  of  the  .\ti- 
kokan  range,  so  called,  which,  as  The 
Herald  has  pointed  out  is  merely  the 
continuation  of  the  Vermilion.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  upon  the  result  of  his  report 
will  depend  whether  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific company  will  build  the  branch  to 
Atikokan  ore  properties. 

The  Weal  Alenabi, 

Mining  Captain  McGregor  in  charge 
of  the  operations  at  the  Diamond  mine 
leased  by  John  Paulsen  near  La  Prairie, 
states  that  the  principal  shaft  is  now 
down  93  feet,  and  11  feet  in  fine  paying 
ore  which  will  run  from  04  to  05  per 
cent.  He  is  pushing  work  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  option  has  been  extended 
from  June  to  September.  Paulsen  is 
also  operating  in  34-50-25,  where  ore 
crops  out.  This  is  on  the  Prairie  river 
about  five  miles  from  the  village.  Paul- 
sen is  also  operating  with  James  Leavitt 
of  Minneapolis  on  3-5&.25  and  34-50-25. 
At  the  Diamond  mine  they  have  lately 
hauled  in  another  pump. 

RcviewH  of  the  Situation. 
That  a  change  has  come  over  the  spirit 
of  the  dreams  of  the  iron  ore  buyers,  if 
not  the  miners,  is  apparent.  The  Cleve- 
land Iron  Trade  Review  has  long  been  a 
bull  on  the  situation,  but  of  late  weeks 
signs  have  not  been  wanting  that  it  was 
getting  around  to  the  other  side.  It 
was  the  first  paper  to  give  utterance  to 
the  prediction  that  the  output  of  Lake 
Superior  mines  for  1890  would  be  9,(XK),- 
000  tons,  and  The  Herald,  among  others, 
believing  The  Iron  Trade  Review  to  be 
too  conservative  a  sheet  to  be  carried 
away  by  a  little  temporary  excitement, 
accepted  the  statement  as  true,  though 
entering  a  mild  demur  at  the  enormous 
total.    Xow  The  Review  says: 

No  sales  arp  reportwl,  ami  tiierv  Is  no  Im- 
prt)vemeiit  in  the  demand  In  n-forenee  to  a 
Duluth  opinion  that  "Lake  Superior  mines  will 
produce  all  the  ore  they  have  sold,  and  the 
turniicee  will  be  able  tocousuine  all  they  have 
purchased,"  it  is  Id  order  to  state  that  the  tlrst 
assertion  is  contrary  to  the  facts,  while  the 
second  Is  dlscreditwl  hereabouts.  The  Lal(c 
Superior  mines  will  not  produce  all  the  ort< 
they  have  sold,  for  two  reason?.  One  of  these 
is  the  sale,  bona  tide  but  injudicious,  of  more 
oru  than  certain  miatjs  will  produce,  while  au- 
other  reason  Is  found  In  the  refusal  on  the 
part  of  the  furnace  interests  to  ai  i-epl  and  pay 
for  larjre  i|uaiilities  of  new  ore  sold  lust  fall 
upon  H  (ruuranteu  and  analysis,  neither  of 
which  Is  oonllrmed  by  the  ore  itself.  These 
are  potent  reasons  la  oontlnnatiou  of  the  re- 
ports that  liave  appeared  In  these  columns  for 
the  past  month,  and  wu  wtU  now  venture  the 
opinion  that  unless  tlie  daily  receipts  <>f  iron 
ore  at  lower  ialte  ports  between  this  date  ami 
July  1  shall  be  very  considerably  au^umente<i, 
the  total  receipts  of  IrW  will  fall  far  below 
those  of  1880. 

So  instead  of  a  total  output  of  9,000,- 
000  tons  The  Review  suddenly  lowers  its 
figures  to  7,000,000.  We  are  not  inclined 
to  believe  this  last  estimate  correct 
There  is  abundance  of  evidence  to  show 
that  the  output  will  be  nearer  8,000,000 
than  7,000,000,  though  trouble  is  con- 
stantly reported  by  reason  of  insufficient 
car  accommodation  and  frozen  stock 
piles.

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EXERAL  SecreUry  P. 
J.  McGuire  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  reached  Xew  York 
last  night.  He  went  to  confer 
with  President  Gompers  with  reference 
to  the  eight-hour  contest,  which  his  or- 
ganization had  just  completed.  He  sum- 
marized the  result  of  the  struggle  ae  fol- 
lows: 

"Up  to  date  we  have  suffered  no  de- 
feat," said  Mr.  McGuire.  "The  move- 
ment for  shorter  hours  in  our  trade 
caused  141  strikes,  involving  208  unions 
and  .54,852  men — unionists  and  non- 
unionists.  They  resulted  as  follows:  In 
twenty -seven  cities  and  towns  the  eight- 
hour  day  was  won  for  !^355  men;  in 
seventy-two  cities  and  towns  we  estab- 
lished the  nine-hour  rule,  benefiting  14,- 
180  men.  The  wages  of  over  twenty-six 
hundred  men  were  advanced.  The  prin- 
cipal points  where  eight-hour  rule  was 
adopted  are  Xew  York,  Brooklyn,  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee,  St  Louis,  Denver, 
San  F'rancisco,  San  Antonio,  Tex,,  and 
Indianapolia  Some  non-union  carpen- 
ters sided  with  us  and  did  eitcellent 
work. 

The  strike  cost  our  general  body  only 
$3"),0'28  and  the  local  unions  about  the 
same;  twenty-four  strikes  are  still  in 
progress. 

The  struggle  added  forty-six  new 
unions,  with  11,241  members,  to  the 
brotherhood,  which  now  has  022  branches 
and  67,200  members. 


AMATEUR   DErECTIVESr. 

Carpenter  I>et«ctive«    in    Chicago  do  Good 
Work  on  Allen  Workers. 

The  intended  walk  out  of  the  Chicago 
union  carpenters  who  have  been  work- 
ing for  the  old  Masters'  Association  has 
been  deferred  for  one  week.  The  Strike 
Committee  is  compiling  a  census  of  the 
non-union  carpenters  the  city.  All  possi- 
ble information  about  them  will  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee  within  a 
week.  But,  besides  this  labor  of  com 
pilation,  the  union  men,  who  have  seem 
ingl^^betrayed  their  promises  to  the  or- 
ganization by  taking  employment  from 
the  non-union  bosses,  have  been  also  do 
ing  some  highly  important  work  in  con 
junction  with  the  Government  inspec- 
tors of  immigration. 

These  inspectors,  aided  by  the  carpen- 
ters, have  made  important  discoveries 
relating  to  the  continual  violation  of  the 
Allen  contract  labor  law  by  members  of 
the  Carpenters  and  Builders  association. 
For  a  long  time  after  the  inception  of 
the  strike  the  strike  committee  susj^ected 
that  men  were  imported.  Soon  they  had 
ample  proof  of  the  fact.  The  treasury 
department  was  informed  and  agents 
were  sent  to  investigate  matters.  They 
soon  found  a  number  of  carpenters  who 
had  been  hired  by  agents  of  the  old 
Bosses  association  in  Canada,  England 
and  Scotland.  Each  newly-arrived  tool 
chest  was  followed  till  it  was  put  into 
some  untinished  building  by  a  non-union 
boss  carpenter.  Then  a  trusty  union 
nnan  was  detailed  to  accept  work  on  that 
job  and  learn  all  about  the  owner  of  the 
foreign  tool  chest. 

The  work  has  been  thoroughly  done. 
In  the  possession  of  the  treasury  agent 
is  a  list  of  the  names  furnished  them  by 
members  of  the  Carpenters  council.  The 
list  contains  the  names,  present  residence 
and  place  of  occupation  of  a  number  of 
imported  men,  with  his  previous  place  of 
residence  in  whatever  foreign  country  he 
may  have  come  from,  the  name  of  the 
person  who  hired  him  there  and  the 
name  of  the  contractor  to  whom  he  was 
ordered  to  report  on  his  arrival  in  Chi 
cago.  This  evidence  was  today  sub- 
mitted to  the  immigration  committee, 
now  in  session  in  this  city.  It  is  not 
proposed  to  begin  prosecutions  or  to 
make  arrests  until  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  commiite  here.

Wages  of  the   Amalgamated    Association. 

The  wage  committee  of  the  Amalgam- 
ated Association  of  Iron  and  Steel 
Workers  began  compiling  the  new  scale 
yesterday.  The  scale  will  be  presented 
to  the  annual  convention,  to  be  held  in 
Pittsburgh  on  June. 3,  and  will  go  into  ef- 
fect on  July  1.  Pittsburgh  dispatches 
state  that  the  scale  will  be  changed  in 
many  respects  from  the  present    figures. 

The  most  important  change  to  be  made 
in  the  scale  is  to  advance  the  price  of 
boiling  from  $5.50  to  iO  per  ton.  Pud- 
diers  claim  the  condition  of  the  iron 
business  warrants  this  increase,  and  say 
the  manufacturers  will  not  seriously 
object.  When  the  fact  that  the  puddlers 
were  going  to  ask  for  an  advance  was 
first  published,  the  manufacturers  stated 
that  they  would  refuse  to  pay  it. 

As  the  scale  is  adopted  for  the  entire 
country,  and  a  row  in  one  city  may  call 
out  the  men  from  the  other  cities,  the 
men  in  all  mills  are  greatly  interested  in 
the  fixing  of  the  prices,  and  the  settle- 
ment of  the  difficulties,  and  Duluth  is 
not  a  little  interested  in  the  outcome.

What   LalH>r     Commlsaioner   Lamb    Will 
Report. 

The  forthcoming  report  of  State  Labor 
Commissioner  Lamb  of  Minn/Bsota  will 
demonstrate  the  fallacy  of  a  popular 
idea.  It  has  been  believed  that  the 
larger  the  capital  employed  in  manu- 
facturing the  greater  percentage  of  net 
profits.  "Actual  statistics,"  says  he, 
"disprove  this  condition.  Massachusetts 
industrial  report  shows  that  the  bigger 
results,  pro  rata,  are  obtained  by  the 
smaller  institutions,  the  factories  con- 
ducted by  private  individuals  or  firms, 
upon  small  capital  rather  than  by  the 
larger,  by  an  important  multiple,  con- 
cerns conducted  by  wealthy  corporations. 
Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  a  concentra- 
tion of  capital  is  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary. Small  factories,  it  is 
therefore  reasonable  to  infer, 
economically  and  wisely  man- 
aged, are  the  more  profitable  in  re- 
sults. "So  much  for  the  great  manufac- 
turing center  and  my  reports  will  verify 
this  position.  It  is  no  longer  a  question 
of  speculation  and  is  the  same  here  in 
Minnesote.  When  my  reports  began  to 
come  in  I  was  astounded  becaase  the 
totals  as  to  actual  results,  in  proportion 
to  money  invested,  were  contrary  to  the 
theories. 

"I  am  now  engaged  on  the  matter  of 
child  labor,  and  it  is  bard  to  get  the 
facte.  Rut  there  are  not  nearly  as  many 
boys  employed  in  our  factories  as  many 
people  fancy.  Employers  are  striving  to 
secure  a  large  per  cent  of  adult  labor. 
We  all  hope  this  is  true,  if  it  is  not.  It 
is  the  only  solution  of  the  educational 
problem." 

Industrial  Note*. 

There  are  four  Cigarraakers  unions  in 
Xew  York  city  with  a  total  membership 
of  0000.  Besides  these  there  are  alx>ut 
200  packers,  all  of  which  are  affiliated 
with  the  Feileration  of  Labor. 

The  labor  phase  of  the  industrial  situ- 
ation is  rapidly  changing  for  the  better. 


Strike  troubles  are  being  promptly  ad- 
justed at  all  points,  and  very  few  new 
outbreaks  are  occurring.  Except  in  the 
iron  mills,  for  which  the  wages  scale  yet 
remains  to  be  established  for  another 
year,  the  labor  outlook  is  decidedly  en- 
couraging for  the  remainder  of  1890. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Minnesota 
Eight-Hour  league  will  be  held  in  St 
Paul  on  June  8.  The  meeting  will  be 
important  from  the  fact  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  continuance  of  the  league 
will  be  decided.  It  has  been  proposed 
to  dissolve  the  league  and  merge  it  into 
a  State  Federation  of  Labor,  but  both 
organizations  will  probably  be  main- 
tained for  a  time.

COUNTING  THE  PEOPLE. 

Some  of   the    Inquiries  to   be  Made  by  the 
Census  enumerators  In  June. 

The  eleventh  census  of  the  United 
States  will  be  taken  during  the  month 
of  June.  The  census  enumerators  will 
begin  their  work  on  Monday,  June  2,  and 
will  visit  every  house  and  ask  questions 
concerning  every  person  and  every  family 
in  the  United  States.  The  questions 
that  will  be  asked  call  for  the  name  of 
every  person  residing  in  the  United 
States  on  the  first  day  of  June,  with 
their  sex  and  age,  and  whether  white, 
black,  mulatto,  quadroon,  octoroon,  or 
Chinese,  Japanese  or  Indian. 

Inquiry  will  be  made  also  of  every  per- 
son as  to  whether  they  are  single,  mar- 
ried, widowed,  or  divorced,  and,  if  mar- 
ried, whether  married  during  the  census 
year.  The  place  of  birth  of  each  person, 
and  the  place  of  birth  of  the  father  and 
mother  of  each  person,  will  also  be  called 
for,  as  well  as  a  statement  as  to  the  pro- 
fession, trade,  or  occupation  followed  and 
the  number  of  months  unemployed  dur- 
ing the  census  year.  For  all  persons  ten 
years  of  age  or  over  a  return  must  be 
made  by  the  enumerator  as  to  the  num- 
ber able  to  read  and  write,  and  also  the 
number  who  can  speak  English.  For 
those  who  cannot  speak  English  the  par- 
ticular language  or  dialect  spoken  by 
them  will  be  ascertained. 

For  children  of  school  age,  also,  the 
number  of  months  they  attended  school 
will  be  recorded  by  the  census  enumer- 
ators. In  the  case  of  mothers  an  in- 
quiry will  be  made  as  to  the  number  of 
children  they  have  had,  and  the  number 
of  these  children  living  at  the  present 
time.  This  inquiry  is  to  be  made  of  all 
women  who  are  or  have  been  married, 
including  aP  who  are  widows  or  have 
been  divorced.  Foreign  born  males  of 
adult  age,  that  is,  21  years  of  age  or  over, 
will  be  i^ked  as  to  the  number  of  years 
they  have  been  in  the  United  States, 
and  whether  they  are  naturalized  or 
have  taken  out  naturalization  papers. 
Of  the  head  of  each  family  visited  the 
question  will  be  asked  as  to  the  number 
of  persons  in  the  family,  and  whether 
his  home  is  owned  or  hired;  also,  if 
owned,  whether  the  home  is  free  from 
mortgage  incumbrance.  If  the  head  of 
the  family  is  a  farmer,  similar  inquir 
ies  will  be  made  concerning  the  own 
ership  of  the  farm. 

In  addition  to  these  inquiries,  all  of 
which  are  made  on  the  population 
schedule,  the  law  under  which  the  cen- 
sus is  taken  makes  provision  for  special 
inquiries  concerning  such  of  the  popula- 
tion as  may  be  mentally  or  physically  de- 
fective in  any  respect,  that  is,  insane, 
feeble  minded,  deaf,  blind  or  crippled, 
or  who  may  be  temporarily  disabled  by 
sickness,  disease  or  accident  at  the  time 
of  the  enumerator's  visit  Certain 
special  in<iuiries  will  also  be  made  con- 
cerning inmates  of  prisons  and  reform- 
atories and  of  charitable  and  benevolent 
institutions.  Besides  this,  a  statement 
will  be  called  for  concerning  all  persons, 
who  have  died  during  the  census  year, 
giving  their  name,  age,  sex,  occupation, 
and  cause  of  death. 

This  official  c>unt  of  the  i>eople  comes 
but  once  in  ten  years,  and  every  family 
and  every  person  should  consider  it  to 
bo  there  duty  to  answer  the  questions 
of  the  census  enumerators  willingly  and 
promtly,  so  that  definite  and  accurate  in- 
formation may  be  gained  concerning  the 
(>5,000,000  people  living  within  the 
bounds  of  this  great  country.

One  of  the  leading  advertising  agente 
of  Boston  tells  me  that  Virginia,  Tennes- 
see and  Alabama  alone  have  spent  over 
$100,000  in  the  past  winter  and  spring  in 
advertising  in  Boston  newspapers  and 
that  the  advertising  has  been  paid  back 
more  than  fifty  times  over  in  the  returns 
from  attractions  of  Xew  England  cap- 
ital. His  figuring  out  of  returns 
can  only  be  an  estimate  in  the  rough  at 
best,  and  the  total  may  be  more  or  less, 
but  the  amount  put  out  in  advertising 
he  has  taken  pains  to  measure  up  closely. 
Southwest  Virginia  in  particular  is  now 
writing  itself  in  all  the  city  papers  from 
Richmond  north,  and  it  makes  a  show- 
ing that  is  drawing  money  and  men  to 
that  section  with  a  rush.  Talk  about 
Western  booms.  Some  of  the  prospect- 
uses now  coming  from  that  modest  end 
of  the  Old  Dominion  would  make  Tacoma 
mortified  at  her  own  moderation. 

To  hold  her  own  against  this  tug,  Xew 
England  is  putting  all  her  wite  to  work 
and  making  the  best  of  her  natuial  dis- 
advantages. Yankee  smartness  tells,  for 
she  is  somehow  gaining  every  year  in 
face  of  the  fact  that  she  is  forced  to  im- 
port most  of  her  raw  materials.  Take 
her  cotton  cloth  product  for  mstance. 
Both  cotton  and  coal  are  brought  in 
from  outside,  yet  her  cotton  mills  have 
been  making  more  money  in  the  past 
two  years  than  they  have 
since  1870,  and  eight  new 
mills  have  been  put  up  in  Fall  River 
alone,  the  print  cloth  center.  Xatural 
advantages  count  for  much  nowadays, 
more  than  ever  before,  and  Duluth  must 
protit  by  this  count,  but  New  England 
today  shows  how  big  a  count  Head  work 
and  hustling  hand  work  can  put  up 
against  the  most  discouraging  odds.  To 
beat  this  count  Duluth  should  put  her 
heads  and  hands  to  work  with  equal 
spirit  and  union,  or  she  will  be  vexed 
with  reason  by  the  comparative  showing 
of  towns  without  a  tenth  of  her  local  ad 
vantages. 

Union,  keenness  and  hard  work  are 
the  kejfs  to  success  all  over  the  country, 
and  Eastern  towns  are  now  using  this 
combination  for  all  it  is  worth.  Take  the 
old  town  of  Plymouth,  the  town  of  the 
Pilgrims,  oldest  of  all  in  Xew  England, 
for  example. 

In  1842  Plymouth  had  nearly  200  ships, 
barques,  brigs  and  schooners  on  her  port 
list.  Her  oommercial  as  well  as  her  fish- 
ing business  has  been  knocked  in  tne 
head.  Her  harbor  is  open  as  ever, 
and  vessels  enter  it,  but  today  only  one 
lone  fisherman  sails  from  her  port  and 
recalls  her  lost  fleet  of  200,  the  pride  of 
the  old  town. 

What  did  the  old  town  do?  Did  she  lie 
down  and  rust  out?  Xot  much.  She 
had  little  to  bank  on  except  pure  grit 
but  she  rose  up  and  hustled  on  this  to 
such  effect  that  she  is  today  one  of  the 
Aost  thriving  manufacturing  towns  in 
the  country,  with  busy  works  making 
cordage,  cotton  duck,  tacks  and  rivets, 
nails  and  tack  plate,  woolen  cloths, 
boote  and  shoes,  stoves,  straw  and  felt 
hate,  zinc  and  copper  producte,  wagons, 
carriages,  barrels  and  boxes,  and  a  long 
list  of  lesser  things. 

X^ot  only  is  she  holding  fast  to  what 
she  has,  but  she  is  gaining  every  year, 
and  during  the  past  six  months  I  see  she 
has  put  in  two  new  boot  and  shoe  fac- 
tories. Her  electric  street  car  line  is  a 
running  success  and  she  is  figuring  on 
building  two  railroad  lines  of  considera- 
ble local  importance.  How  is  she 
working  now  chiefly  in  the  ex- 
tension of  her  business  and  the  de- 
velopment of  the  town?  Through  her 
well-organized  and  efficient  Commercial 
club,  a  feature  of  such  interest  and  im- 
portance and  one  so  fast  spreading 
through  the  East  that  ite  work  and 
methods  call  for  the  special  notice  which 
I  will  make  in  another  letter  to  The 
Herald.  The  unquestionable  benefit  and 
success  of  the  efforte  of  this  club  as  a 
lever  in  lifting  the  old  town  show  what 
such  an  organization  is  capable  of  when 
rightly  directed  and  supported.

Our  Bold  Soldier  Boys. 

It  is  not  altogether  unpleasant  to  ob- 
serve from  the  report  of  the  adjutant 
general  that  the  United  States,  in  case 
of  war,  could  put  into  the  field  a  force  of 
neariy  7,500,000  men.  Of  actual  enlist- 
ments in  the  armies  of  both  sides  in  the 
late  war  there  were  not  tkx  from  2,G(X),- 
00<». 

The  army  of  disciplined  national 
guards  is  not  large,  in  spite  of  the  en- 
couragement given  to  it  by  both  state 
and  national  governments  of  late  years. 
It  numbers  only  103,292  men  and  8052 
officers,  a  little  body  with  a  big  head. 
The  great  Northwest  and  the  grand 
Mississippi  Valley  would  furnish  a  great 
portion  of  our  soldiers  in  the  event  of 
another  war,  and  the  great  Burlington 
System,  situated  in  the  very  heart  of 
the  continent,  would  be  the  natural 
means  of  movement  for  the  army.  If 
our  Eastern  seaboard  were  attacked, 
"The  Burlington"  would  carry  "the 
boys"  from  North  Dakota,  Montana, 
Washington,  Oregon,  Minneeota  and 
Wisconsin,  over  its  own  line  from  St 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  bring  the  re- 
cruits from  California,  Nevada,  Wyom- 
ing, South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas, 
Missouri,  Iowa  and  Illinois  by  the  same 
means.  If  Mexico  should  kick  up  its 
heels,  or  a  naval  enemy  trouble  us  in  the 
gulf,  "The  Burlington"  could  carry  an 
immense  number  of  defenders  to  the 
gateways  of  St  Louis  and  Kansas  City.

Oakland,  Cal.,  May  31.— The  careless- 
ness of  a  bridge  keeper  yesterday  on  the 
Narrow  iJuage  led  to  the  fatal  plunge  of 
an  engine  and  one  car  into  a  creek. 
Thirteen  bodies  have  been  recovered  an^ 
more  may  be  missing.  In  the  three 
cars  of  the  train  were  150  people.  As 
the  train  neared  the  drawbridiare  the 
paflsengers  who  looked  out  of  the  win- 
dow were  amazed  to  see  the  draw  open. 
The  train  came  around  the  sharp 
curve  at  a  high  speed.  The  bridge 
keeper  made  a  desperate  effort  to  close 
the  draw  but  wiihout  success.  Luckily, 
the  weight  of  the  engine  and  the  first 
coach  broke  the  train  in  two  and  the 
rest  of  it  was  saved. 

The  car  which  had  followed  the  engine 
to  the  bottom  of  the  muddy  estuary 
soon  rose,  and  such  of  the  passengers  as 
had  escaped  therefrom  were  picked  up 
by  yachts  and  small  boats  Which  ap- 
peared at  the  scene.  They  could  do  little 
or  nothing,  as  it  took  several  minutes  to 
tear  open  the  roof  of  the  coach.  The  top 
was  finally  cut  open,  and  the  work  of  re- 
moving the  bodies  commenced,  ten  being 
taken  out  in  quick  succession.  Con- 
ductor Rerath  was  seen  directly  after 
the  accident,  and  said  in  all  probability 
twenty-five  had  perished. 

At  midnight  the  bodies  recovered  had 
been  identified.  Parties  are  at  the 
wreck,  searching  the  bed  of  the  creek 
but  it  is  believed  uo  more  lives  were 
lost.

St.  Louih,  June  2. — One  man  was 
burned  to  death  and  three  others  will 
die  from  the  etfects  of  burns  at  a  tire  oc- 
curring at  3  oclock  this  morning. 

The  building,  1633  Franklin  avenue, 
the  aeoond  floor  of  which  is  occupied  as  a 
tenement  by  several  families,  and  the 
the  lower  door  as  a  paint  shop,  was  dis- 
covered to  be  on  tire  at  about  3  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  tire  started  on  the 
second  tioor  and  burned  for  about  half 
an  hour  before  it  was  discovered.  When 
the  alarm  was  turned  in,  the  fire  was 
well  under  way.  As  soon  as  the  tiremen 
arrived,  a  stream  of  was  turned  on  the 
burning  building,  but  no  effort  was 
made  to  rescue  the  occupants  until  loud 
screams ~from  the  second  story  indicated 
that  there  were  helpless  people  inside. 

The  firemen  entered  and  found  the 
family  of  Geo.  Wolf  struggling  in  the 
smoke  and  tiames  in  the  two  front  rooms. 
Mr.  Wolf  was  frightfully  burned,  and 
was  lying  helpless  on  the  floor.  His 
wife  and  two  children  were  also  burned, 
and  his  father  an  old  man  nearly  70 
years  of  age,  had  been  smothered  to 
death  in  his  bed.  Charles  Uauss,  who 
occupied  the  rear  apartments  with  his 
wife  and  child,  had  just  left  to  go  to 
work,  and  his  wife  and  little  son  were 
caught  in  the  flames.  Mra  Ilauss  could 
have  escaped,  but  her  little  boy  was  so 
frightened  that  he  ran  under  the  bed, 
and  in  the  frantic  mother's  efforts  to 
save  her  child,  she  was  dangerously 
burned.  The  child  was  found  in  an  un- 
conscious condition,  but  the  mother  is 
able  to  speak.  The  injured  were  all 
taken  to  the  dispensary.  Wolf  is  not 
expected  to  live. 

The  recovery  of  his  two  children  is 
also  doubtful,  through  Mrs.  Wolf  may 
pull  through.  Following  is  a  list  of 
casualties:  Geo.  Wolf,  32  years,  badly 
burned.  Annie  Wolf,  his  wife,  burned 
about  the  head,  neck,  slioulders  and 
arms,  probably  fatally.  Harry  Wolf,  0 
years,  Walter  Wolf,  1  years,  Mrs.  Mary 
Hauss,  burned  about  head  and  arms, 
serious.  Little  son  of  Mary  Hauss, 
badly  burned.  After  rescuing  the  in- 
mates, the  firemen  turned  their  atten- 
tion to  extinguishing  the  tiames,  which 
succumbed  in  a  short  time.  The  dam- 
age will  amount  to  $10,000;  insured. 


A  Young   Man   Secures  a   Habeas 
Writ  for  HU  Sweetheart. 

New  York,  June  2. — An  element  to 
supplement  the  power  of  love  with  the 
machinery  of  law  ended  in  a  dismal  fail- 
ure in  the  supreme  court  today.  James 
McLean,  a  slender  young  man,  clandes- 
tinely courted  Miss  Beatrice  M.  Binney, 
and  they  became  engaged.  When  the 
mother  of  the  girl  learned  of  the  situa- 
tion she  declared  that  she  could  not  per- 
mit any  such  folly.  The  girl  was  round- 
ly rated  and  on  Monday  night  went  to 
the  house  of  a  friend  where  she  met  her 
lover.  She  remained  all  night  at  her 
friend's  house,  and  when  she  went  home 
her  mother  shut  her  up  in  her  room  to 
cure  her  folly. 

When  the  lover  learned  of  this  treat- 
ment of  his  sweetheart  he  went  to  Mrs. 
Binney's  house,  but  admission  was  re- 
fused to  him,  and  he  avers  Mrs.  Binney 
took  a  fiatiron  and  tried  to  knock  out 
his  brains  and  then  slammed  the  door  in 
his  face.  He  sought  legal  advice,  and 
his  counsel  secured  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  to  produce  the  girl  in  tbe  su- 
preme court  yesterday.  When  Mrs.  and 
Miss  Binney  met  young  McLean  he  en- 
deavored to  settle  the  matter,  but  the 
girl  declared  she  had  changed  her  miud 
about  marrying  him,  and  remained  ob- 
durate while  he  pleaded  with  her. 
Under  the  circumstances  he  could  do 
nothing,  so  the  writ  was  dismissed.  The 
girl  went  home  with  her  mother,  who 
warned  the  disconsolate  lover  that  if  he 
ever  molested  her  daughter  again  she 
would  have  him  arrested.

A  FEARFUL  BLAZE. 

The    Cltj   Jail    Burnit    and    its   Occupants 
Cremated. 

A  conrtagration,  which  was  attended 
with  a  fearful  loes  of  life,  occurred 
shortly  after  12  o'clock  today.  The  old 
city  jail  was  burned  to  the  ground,  and 
probably  1,000,000  lives  were  lost  But 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  they  never  will  be 
missed,  and  a  great  elTort  will  be  made 
to  keep  their  like  out  of  the  new  build- 
ing to  be  erected  on  the  same  site. 

The  tire  started  shortly  after  noon, 
but  the  furniture  had  been  removed 
previously  and  the  tiremen  were  on  the 
ground  to  prevent  any  damage  to  adjoin- 
ing property.  The  police  are  very  re- 
ticent al)out  the  matter  and  will  not  tell 
which  one  of  their  number  is  guilty  of 
arson.  The  ruins  will  be  torn  down  as 
soon  as  possible  and  until  the  new  jail  is 
completed  the  West  End  lock-up  will  be 
used. 

The  old  building  was  opened  for  lodg- 
ers in  the  spring  of  1880,  and  since  June 
1  of  that  year,  the  police  books  show 
that  t;4"J^  arrests  have  been  made.  Some 
of  these  were  people  who  were  not  taken 
to  the  lock-up,  but  there  have  probably 
been  at  least  5000  lodgers  during  that 
time. 


OREGON 

Gubernatorial     Campaign    £uded;    Both 
Parties  Claim  the  Victory, 

Portland,  Ore.,  June  2.  -One  of  the 
most  heated  political  campaigns  in  the 
history  of  this  state  came  to  an  end  on 
Saturday  night,  and  today  the  issues  are 
being  fought  out  at  the  polls.  Seven  to 
ten  thousand  majority  is  claimed  for 
Thompson,  the  republican  candidate  for 
governor,  while  the  democrats  are  equally 
certain  that  Oovernor  Pennoyer  will  be 
re-elected  by  at  least  10,000. 

The  campaign  has  been  mainly  fought 
on  the  tariff  issue,  the  republicans  sup- 
porting protection  on  the  basis  of  Mc- 
kinley's bill,  while  the  democracy  has 
come  out  squarely  on  a  tariff  for  revenue 
platform.  They  also  raised  an  issue  on 
the  question  of  non-taxable  bonds,  based 
upon  the  fact  that  Grovernor  Pennoyer 
has,  during  his  administration,  vetoed 
four  bills,  exempting  municipal  bonds 
from  taxation. 

Up  to  noon  a  large  vote  had  been 
polled.  Congr«6sman  Binger  Herman 
will  be  re-elected  by  at  least  5,000  ma- 
jority. 

A  CHANGE  AT  HARVARD- 

Ihe  New  Blood  WorkiuK  a  Change  in  the 
Length  of  Course. 

Boston,  June  2.— As  a  result  of  the 
recommendation  in  the  recent  annual  re- 
port of  President  Eliot  of  Harvard,  a 
measure  in  line  of  decreasing  the  length 
of  the  college  course  awaits  only  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board  of  overseers  before 
becoming  a  statute.  The  overseers,  how- 
ever, are  said  to  be  distinctly  divided  on 
the  subject,  and  it  is  far  from  likely  that 
a  decision  will  soon  be  reached.  A  direct 
reduction  of  the  course  from  four  years 
to  three  meets  the  opposition  of  the 
radicals,  but  the  movement  which  has 
been  carried  through  the  faculty  coun- 
cil is  one  which  allows  the  granting  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  until  the  com- 
pletion of  sixteen  courses.  This  a  hard 
worker  will  do  in  three  years. 


Washington,  June  2.— In  the  senate 
today  a  conference  was  ordered  on  the 
naval  appropriation  bill,  and  Messrs. 
Hall,  Allison  and  Gorman  were  ap- 
pointed conferees  on  the  part  of  the  sen- 
ate. Petitions  were  presented  from 
Kansas  City  for  reciprocity  in  trade  with 
ilexico;  from  Memphis  protesting 
against  the  Mississippi  outlet  system; 
from  Xew  Hampshire  and  Vermont 
against  further  concessions  to  the  Pa- 
citic  railroads  and  in  favor  of  the  govern- 
ment taking  possession  of  them.  Among 
the  bills  reported  from  committees  and 
placed  on  the  calendar,  were  the  follow- 
ing: Senate  bill  extending  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  to  the 
great  lakes  and  connecting  waters; 
house  bill  to  provide  for  a  term  of  court 
at  Danville,  111.;  senate  bill  to  grant  the 
right  of  way  through  the  public  lands 
for  irrigation  purpfjses;  senate  bill  for 
the  re-appraisal  and  sale  of  the  unsold 
portions  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of 
the  Dearborn  arsenal,  Michigan.  Mr. 
Plumb  introduced  a  bill  prepared  by  Mr. 
St.  John,  of  New  York,  for  the  purchase 
of  silver  to  use  as  lawful  money.  Re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  finance. 


In  Tlie  House. 
Washington,  June  2.— On  motion  of 
Mr.  Wilson,  of  Washington,  the  rules  of 
the  house  were  suspended,  and  the 
house  passetl  a  bill  granting  the  Port- 
land i  Puget  jsound  liailroad  company 
right-of-way  through  the  Puyallup  res- 
ervation. 


steamers;    The    IDS 
New  Orleans;  Notes. 

A  telegram  from  Detroit  says:  The 
propeller  New  Orleans  on  her  way  to 
Cleveland  with  ore,  stopped  at  this  port 
She  bears  the  marks  on  her  port  bow  of 
a  slight  collision  with  the  barge  105. 
The  barge,  bound  up,  took  a  sheer  across 
the  bow  of  the  New  Orleans.  The  blow 
was  a  glancmg  one,  however,  and  both 
vessels  parted  without  suffering  any 
damage.  The  result  might  have  been 
serious  if  the  blow  had  been  square,  as 
the  barge,  which  was  loaded  and  very 
low  in  the  water,  would  have  knocked 
the  stem  completely  off  the  New  Orleans, 
causing  her  to  rapidly  fill  with  water. 

Both  the  steamers  Siberia  and  Samuel 
Mather,  which  are  to  be  libeled  for  sink- 
ing the  Ohio,  are  covered  by  collision  in- 
surance, and  the  underwriters  and  not 
the  owners  will  be  the  losers.  The 
Mather  is  insured  in  London  Lloyd's. 

The  outlook  is  favorable  for  the  De- 
troit Dry  Dock  company  immediately 
proceeding  with  the  construction  of  two 
or  more  wooden  steamers,  duplicates  of 
the  Armour,  for  Detroit  parties.  The 
company  is  also  preparing  for  a  steel 
steamer  to  be  a  duplicate  of  the  Mary- 
land, which  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion at  Wyandotte.  This  will  be  for 
Lake  Michigan  parties. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  states  that  the 
large  steel  steamer  Livingstone  is  to  take 
a  cargo  of  cement  from  Milwaukee  to 
Duluth.

Boston,  June  2.— The  Thomson-Hous- 
ton and  Edison-Villard  Electric  com- 
panies will  be  consolidated.  All  that 
remains  to  be  done  is  the  signing  of  the 
papers  in  legal  form.  Two  months  ago 
a  majority  of  the  Thomson-Houston 
stockholders  agreed  to  pool  their  hold- 
ings with  five  trustees— H.  H.  Pevear, 
Oliver  Ames,  Albert  Stone,  Charles  H. 
Newhall  and  E.  L.  Sanborn— the  object 
being  to  sell  out  the  company  to  the 
EJdison-Villard  people  at  a  satisfactory 
price.  The  trustees  have  issued  a  final 
call  to  such  stockholders  as  have  not  yet 
transferred  their  stock  to  do  so  before 
June  5,  when  all  the  stock  will  be  pooled 
and  delivered  to  the  purchasing  com- 
pany. What  the  consideration  is  to  be 
the  trustees  will  not  now  say.  The  com- 
bination of  these  companies  will  give 
them  a  practical  monopoly  of  the  elec- 
tric lighting  and  electric  motor  business 
of  the  United  States.

THE  ELEVENTH  CENSUS. 

Work  of  the  Enumerators  Begins   Today; 
A  Kick  Expeeted. 

Wasiungton,  June  2.— A  small  army 
of  enumerators,  each  one  clothed  with 
the  invincible  authority  of  Uncle  Sam, 
swoops  down  upon  the  United  States  to- 
day. They  are  charged  with  the  elev- 
enth official  count  of  the  people. 

It  is  only  once  in  ten  years  that  every 
citizen  and  non-citizen  has  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  the  government  ac- 
quainted with  his  private  and  business 
affairs.  He  iDUst  do  it  promptly  and 
with  good  nature,  too,  for  the  returns 
for  each  city  must  be  in  within  two 
weeks,  and  those  for  the  country  districts 
in  a  month;  and  heavy  penalties  can  be 
enforced  in  cases  where  the  authority  of 
the  enumerator  is  defied  or  set  at  naught. 

For  the  first  time  in  a  century,  how- 
ever, it  is  more  than  probable  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  papers  returned 
to  Washington  will  be  incomplete.  A 
very  general  howl  has  been  raised  over 
Noe.  22  to  30  of  the  thirty  queries,  and 
by  which  the  individual  interrogated  is 
re<iuired  to  tell  whether  he  or  she  is  suf- 
fering from  an  acute  or  chronic  disease, 
whether  defective  in  mind  or  body, 
whether  the  house  lived  in  is  hired  or 
owned,  whether  it  is  mortgaged  and  if 
so  who  owns  the  mortgage.  Most  of 
the  most  influential  papers  in  the  coun- 
try, republican  as  well  as  democratic, 
have  advised  their  readers  to  ignore 
these  questions. 

It  is  hardly  probable  that  any  pro- 
ceedings will  be  taken  against  those  that 
follow  this  advice.

CONVICTS   STILL    MISSING. 

Six  jBloodhouuds  Fail  to  Trace  the  Escaped 
Negroes. 

Trenton,  N.  J.,  June  2.— "Tom" 
Thomas  and  Henry  Jackson,  the  colored 
convicts  who  escaped  from  tHe  state 
prison  last  night,  are  still  at  large,  and 
although  six  bloodhounds  have  ^n  un- 
leashed to  assist  in  the  hunt  for  them, 
the  prison  authorities  think  the  pros- 
pects poor  for  their  recapture.  Word 
reached  the  prison  last  night  that  two 
colored  men,  acting  suspiciously,  were  in 
the  woods  between  Bordentown  and 
Crosswicks,  and  it  was  determined  at 
once  to  use  the  dogs  in  an  effort  to  bring 
the  fugitives  back. 

Before  daylight  eight  deputy  keepers 
started  out  with  the  brutes,  Tlieir  in- 
stmctions  were  to  remain  out, if  justified 
by  the  possibility  of  success,  all  summer, 
and  if  they  met  the  desperadoes  at  all  to 
bring  them  back  dead  or  alive.  There 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  desperate  struggle 
between  the  prison keei>er8  and  the  blood- 
hounds on  one  side  and  the  fugitive  con- 
victs on  the  other  side,  should  they  en- 
counter each  other.  The  Trenton  police 
gave  the  prison  people  a  helping  hand  in 
the  hunt  last  night  and  today,  but  the 
only  thing  they  have  caught  so  far  is  the 
notion  that  it  is  of  no  use  to  try  to  cap- 
ture the  men. 

Capt.  Parker,  the  old  turnkey  who  was 
.sandbagged  by  the  runaways,  was  re- 
moved to  his  home  today  and  is  in  bed. 
His  physician  says  that  he  is  recovering 
from  the  effects  of  the  blow  he  received, 
but  nevertheless  he  will  allow  no  one 
except  the  members  of  hie  house  to  con- 
verse with  h  im.  The  sand  with  which 
one  of  the  socks  used  as  a  bag  was  filled 
had  been  scraped  together  in  the  prison 
yard. 

A  Step  Up. 

Paris,  June  2.— It  will  not  be  safe 
hereafter  for  any  employer  of  labor  in 
this  country  to  make  it  a  stipulation 
that  none  of  his  workmen  or  women 
shall  combine  for  the  protection  of  their 
own  interests.  There  has  been  a  good 
deal  of  this  sort  of  intimidation  in 
France  of  late  years,  and  to  that  fact  is 
ascribed  the  failure  of  many  trades  or- 
ganizations. But  a  clause  in  the  trades 
unions  bill  just  passed  by  the  chambers 
provides  that  any  master  overseer  or 
workman,  who,  by  threats  of.  dismissal 
or  refusal  of  service  on  the  ground  of 
connection  with  trades  unions,  upon 
conviction  be  sentenced  to  three  months 
imprisonment.  Not  only  this,  but  the 
employe  so  dismissed  is  entitled  to  two 
months'  wages  as  redress.  It  is  nat- 
urally anticipated  that  this  radical  meas- 
ure will  teach  a  salutory  lesson  to  em- 
ployers, and  at  the  same  time  give  a 
great  impetus  to  the  progress  of  trades 
unionism  in  the  republic. 


Tlie  Weather. 

May  was  a  cold  month,  the  deficiency 
more  than  wiping  out  the  excess  of  the 
earlier  months.  It  was  also  a  dry  month, 
the  deficiency  in  rainfall  being  1.50 
inches,  and  for  the  year  to  date  2.65 
inches.  Its  mean  barometer  was  29,908, 
highest  30.316,  lowest  29.454.  Mean 
temperature  was  43.2  the  highest  being 
76^  and  the  lowest  29.  The  greatest 
daily  range  of  temperature  was  40  and 
the  smallest  2  .  During  the  past  twenty 
years  there  has  been  but  one  May  so 
cold  and  that  was  in  1888,  when  the  aver- 
age was  42.2.

Total  rainfall  has  been  2.24  inches.  In 
twenty  years  there  have  been  eight  in 
which  the  fall  has  been  less,  '71,  74,  '81 
'82,  '83,  '85,  '86  and  '88.  The  greatest 
rainfalls  were  in  79  and  77,  7.99  and 
7.24  inches  respectively.  Total  deficiency 
during  month,  1.50;  total  deficiency  since 
Jan.  1,  2.65;  number  of  clear,  18;  cloudy 
days,  13;  dates  of  frosts,  17tb.

HcKinley  Bill. 

Waterloo,  Ont.,  June  2.— The  "Con- 
tinental Consequences  of  the  McKinley 
Tariff"  were  discussed  before  an  im- 
mense audience  by  Mr.  Erastue  Wiman. 
It  was  stated  that  no  event  in  the  whole 
history  of  events  relating  to  the  two 
halves  of  the  continent  was  likely  to  af- 
fect to  so  serious  an  extent  the  trade  re- 
lations between  them  as  the  passage  of 
the  new  United  States  tariff. 

The  enforcement  of  the  agricultural 
sections  of  the  act  nqw  before  the  sen- 
ate as  against  Canaddian  products  enter- 
ing into  the  United  States  for  two  har- 
vests intervening  before  the  general  par- 
liamentary election  which  must  be  held 
within  two  years,  would  be  sufficient  to 
reverse  the  entire  fiscal  policy  of  the 
dominion,  defeat  at  the  polls  the  exist- 
ing torj'  party  and  put  into  power  a 
liberal  government  with  Sir  Richard 
Cartwright  as  its  chief  financial  minis- 
ter. The  attitude  of  this  new  adminis- 
tration would  be  entirely  opposite  to 
that  occupied  by  the  existing  tory 
government  and  would  be  in  entire  har- 
mony with  the  United  States.

LET  CONGRESS   HASTEN. 

There  are  loud  calls  to  congreee  from 
all  states,  not    only    by  prohibitionists, 
but  favorers  of  high  license  as  well,  for 
the  settlement  of  the  original  package 
business  of  that  supreme   body.    Their 
calls  should  be   redoubled  by  all  friends 
of  order  until  the  resolution  on  the  mat- 
ter, already  intnxluced  and  acted  on  in 
one  branch,  be  made  a  law  of  the  land. 
The  supreme  court  of  Maine  has  given 
a  decision   on  the  liquor  question  which 
settles  the  status  of  original  packages  so 
far  as    that    state    is   concerned.    One 
Bums  opened  a  saloon  in  Augusta,  deal- 
ing only  in  liquors  imported  in  the  orig- 
inal packages    He  was  arrested  and  con- 
victed, but  carried  the  case  to  the  high- 
est state  court,  which   last  week  decided 
in  his  favor.    The  court  says:  "The  Iowa 
case  just  decided  by  the  U.  S.  supreme 
TOurt  clearly  settles  the  question.    We 
are  bound  by  that  decision  to  reverse  the 
ruling      and    to     sustain    the    law   as 
contendeti  for  by  the  respondent.    The 
minority   opinion   in  the    Iowa  case   is 
elaborate    and  commends  itself  to  many 
as  containing  the  better  conclusion.  Our 
obedience  is  due  to  the  judgment  which 
prevails.    Our  statute  prohibits  only  un- 
lawful sales.     Its  interpretation  must  be 
constitutional." 

Xo  other  result  in  liquor  cases  of  this 
character  can  be  anticipated  under  the 
supreme  court  decision.  There  is  no  ap- 
peal from  the  decision,  and,  however  re- 
pugnant its  logical  conclusions  may  be 
to  morality,  it  is  foolish  to  kick  against 
the  pricks.  The  only  remedy  for  the 
gross  abuses  and  lawless  proceedings 
which  are  daily  chronicled  is  in  national 
legislation. 

The  Herald  has  been  given  to  under- 
stand that,  shall  no  change  be  made  in 
existing  laws  liquor  dealers  in  Duluth 
will  fail  to  take  out  license — for  the 
original  package  decision  affects  license 
as  closely  as  it  does  prohibition— and 
will  deal  in  packages,  using  storehouses 
in  Wisconsin  as  headquarters  and  open 
ing  their  places  of  trade  here  to  the  sale 
of  these  packages,  large  or  small.  This 
would  be  a  serious  thing  for  Duluth  in 
more  ways  than  one,  covered  by  protec- 
tion of  a  strange  and  unjust  court  deci- 
sion, but  The  Herald  believes  it  would 
ultimately  be  a  serious  thing  for  the 
liquor  dealers.

Mayor  Pattison,  of  Superior,  vetoed 
the  ordinance  granting  a  franchise  for  a 
district  telegraph  service  to  H.  C.  Hope 
and  others,  because  he  believed  no  fran- 
chise that  did  not  return  to  the  city 
benefit  in  the  way  of  tax  or  percentage 
of  profits  should  be  granted.

Let  the 
corporations  pay  a  share  of  the  expen- 
ses. Although  it  is  late  it  is  not  too  late 
to  inaugurate  such  a  reform.  Mayor 
Davis  of  Duluth,  signed  a  similar  ordi- 
nance under  protest  and  only  because  it 
was  not  exclusive. 


Duluth  has  been  fortunate  the  past 
four  years  in  having,  in  Mr.  Flynn,  at 
the  head  of  the  postal  service  a  business 
man  of  high  capability  and  executive 
talent  of  no  mean  order.  He  has  sur- 
rounded himself  with  subordinates, 
from  Assistant  Henry  down,  who  have 
been  in  every  way  capable  and  earnest 
workers  for  the  success  of  the  service. 
Though  constantly  hampered  by  appro- 
priations a  year  behind  the  needs  of  the 
office  the  postal  work  done  by  them  has 
been  far  better  than  ever  before.  The 
city  is  to  be  congratulated  that  its  new 
postmaster,  Mr.  Howard,  is  another 
business  man,  able,  careful  and  bright, 
who  will  worthily  carry  on  the  duties. 
It  is  pleasing  to  notice  that  he  has  made 
but  one  change  and  will  make  no    more. 


If  clearing  house  statements  are  to  be 
taken  as  an  mdication  of  the  business  of 
the  country  it  is  most  prosperous.

Sioux  City  is  fourth  with  an  increase  of 
85.4  per  cent  and    Duluth    with    58.8  is 
fifth.    The  total  amount  of  Duluth  clear- 
ings for  the  week  were  8-2,283,686  and  she 
came  twenty-second  in  the  list  of  cities. 
Just  ahead  of  her  was   Columbus.    Just 
below  were  Dallas,  Richmond,  Washing- 
t<Mi,  Hartford  and  Minneapolis.

The  Lakeside  Laud  company  has  some 
thirty  or^orty  dwelling  houses  now  under 
way  at  London  and  Lester  Park.

A  Practical  Man  Tells  a  Plain,  Invarishea 
Tale. 
Cleveland  Leader:  Isaac  L.  Morris, 
ex-polioe-commibsioner  of  this  city,  a 
workingman  whose  skillful  hands  and 
active  brain  are  employed  in  one  of  the 
sheet-iron  mills  of  Cleveland  is  entitled 
to  special  consideration  from  the  fact 
that  to  his  elTorta  more  than  to  those  of 
any  other  man  was  due  the  reduction  in 
the  price  of  tin  plates  of  $5  a  box  in  1872, 
which  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of  nearly 
|10,0«.)0,000  a  year  to  the  American 
people. 

Mr.  Morris   was  born    in   Wales    and 
learned  the  trade  of  tin-plate  making  in 
all  its    branches.    While  still    a   young 
man  he  came  to  this  country  and  settled 
in  Pittsburgh,  obtaining  employment  as 
a  roller  of  sheet  iron,  which  is   itself  one 
ofjtbe  branches  of  tin-plate  making.    In 
1871  Mr.  Morris  became  impressed   with 
the  idea  that  tin    plates  could    be  made 
in  this  country  as  well   as  in  Wales.    He 
bought  two  tons  of   sheet  iron    suitable 
for  the  purpose,  rented   a  little   shop  in 
Lippincott's    Lane,  put  up  a   small   ex- 
perimental plant    and  in    a    very  short 
time  had   the  plates   completed.    They 
were  of   a   superior   quality    and   were 
quickly  sold  to    Smith  Brotbers,  tinners 
of  that  city.  With  samples  of  his  product  I 
Mr,  Morris  visited  a  number  of   capital- 
ists with  the  view  to  interesting  them  in 
the  establishment  of    a    tin-plate    mill. 
English  tin  plates  »vere  then    selling  for 
eiJ  to  $U  a  box  of  112  sheets,  each  sheet 
14x20  inches  and  the  whole  box    weigh- 
ing 112  pounds  heavier  plates  in  propor- 
tion.   The    capitalists    were    quite    im- 
pressed by  Mr.  Morris'  showing,  but  not 
sutfioiently  so  to    invest.    They    argued 
that  the  tariff  wainot  protective  enough 
to  guarantee    the    permanency    in    the 
business,    that    the    foreigners      would 
greatly  reduce  prices  as  soon  as    the  in- 
dustry was  started  here.     But  Mr.  Mor- 
ns had  faith  and  $6000  in  cash,    and   in 
company  with  twenty-tive    other    work- 
ingmen  who  also  had  some    money,   or- 
ganized  the   American    Tin-Plate    com- 
pany and  erected  a  mill  at  Wellsville,  O, 
The    citizens   of    Wellsville    donated  a 
valuable  site  for  the  enterprise  and  sub- 
scribed considerable  capital.    When  the 
mill  started  it  had  «100,0(.)0    back    of    it. 
Mr,  Morris  and  his    practical    associates 
took      off      their      coats        went      to 
work,  and  in  a  few   weeks  had  several 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  as  fine  plates 
as  were  ever  mado  ready  for  the  market. 
The  next  thing  to  do  was  to  find  custom- 
ers.   The  first  call   made  was  upon  the 
purchasing    agent    of    the  Cleveland  A 
Pittsburgh    railway,    which    was    then 
"Sing  from  $50,000  to  $75,000  worth  of 
tin  plates  annually  for  roofing  cars  and 
other  purposes.    It  was  easily  demon 
strated    to    the   purchasing  agent  that 
these  tin  plates  were  far  superior  to  the 
foreign  article  he  was   buying,  and  he  at 
once  gave  the  American  company  a  very 
large  order,  promising  to    duplicate  it  at 
frequent  intervals.
